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CZAR’S ROUTED ARMY 
MAY BE ANNIMILATED 


Japanese Likely to Cut Off 
Stakelberg’s Retreat North. 


RUSSIANS ADMIT DEFEAT 


Commander Says Two of His EBat- 
teries Were Cut to Pieces and 
‘ that He Abandoned His Guns 
—Japanese Losses Heavy. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, June 16.—The War 
Office announces that Gen. Stakelberg was 
forced back before greatly superior num- 
bers and retreated northward. 
“The keenest interest is now manifested in 
the reported advance of two Japanese 
divisions from Siu-Yen with the intention 
of taking Gen. Stakelberg in the rear. It 
is realized thet if this report should prove 
truce the Russian commander may be unable 
t* extricate himself, and that if he should 
be cut off from Gen. Kuropatkin’s main 
army the fate of the detachment would be 
sealed. 


Report from Stakelberg. 
Emperor Nicholas has received the fol- 


lowing telegram, dated June 16, from Gen. 
Kuropatkin: 

“I have received the following dispatch 
from Lieut. Gen. Baron Stakelberg dated 
June 16, 1:20 A. M.: 

“*Yesterday I had intended to attack 
the enemy’s right flank, but just as our 
troops had been assigned for the purpose 
and were beginning successfully to envelop 
the enemy’s right flank the Japanese in 
turn attacked my right flank with superior 
forces, az I was compelled to retreat by 
three roads to the north. 

“* Our losses are heavy, but they are not 
yet completely known. 

“*During the engagement the Third and 
Fourth batteries of the First Artillery Bri- 
gade.were literally cut to pieces by the 
Japanese shells. 

“*Of sixteen guns, thirteen were ren- 
dered completely useless and were aban- 
doned. 

*“*The conduct of the troops was ex- 
cellent, a large proportion of them refus- 
ing to retire until after they had been 
repeatedly ordered tg. do so.’”’ 

In an earlier dispatch, dated June 15, 
Gen. Kuropatkin said: 

“An engagement occurred June 14 at 
Wafang-Tien with a Japanese force num- 
bering at least two divisions. Our losses in 
killed include Col. Khoastonnow, com- 
manding the First Regiment of Eastern 
Siberian Rifles of your Majesty, at] Sec- 
ond Lieut. Dragoslaff Nadochinsky, Adju- 
tant of the regiment. 


Russian General Wounded. 


“The wounded include Major Gen. Gern- 
gross, who remained on the field, and Capt. 
Krintsky of the General Staff. Twenty of- 
ficers, whose naimes at present are un- 
known, were also killed or wounded, besides 
$11 soldiers. The First Regiment of Sibe- 
rian Rifles lost 12 officers and 200 men, and 
the First Brigade of Artillery 6 officers and 
50 men. 

“The following night was quiet until 2 
in the morning, when a fusillade began on 
our right flank, along the line of our out- 
posts. The firing soon slackened. At 5:30 
in the morning the Japanese artillery 
opened on our left flank. Shortly before 
this our cavalry discovered on our right 
flank the presence southward of Tafan- 
Chou of a considerable force of the enemy. 
The Japanese infantry opened fire on our 
Cavalry, occupying the heights between 
Tafan-Chou and Lan-Chou, on the edge 
of a wood. 

“Toward 6:30 the enemy, consisting of a 
regiment of infantry, with artillery at- 
tacked from these woods. At the same 
time the cannonade on our left flank be- 
came heavier. At 6:30 Gen. Baron Stakel- 
berg passed with part of his force to the 
attack, turning the right flank of the 
enemy toward Wafang-Tien and Hun- 
Chou and directing the other part of his 
force against the enemy’s front. Toward 
10 in the morning the enemy sent a brigade 
of infantry, cavalry, and a battery of ar- 
tillery against our right flank, and, hav- 
ing repulsed our detachments of cavalry, 
proceeded through Hun-Chou, turning the 
right flank of our position. , 

“Gen, Stakelberg, at 10:30 in the even- 
ing, advanced his reserves to check this 
movement. According to information re- 
ceived the enemy, during the morning of 
June 15, brought up considerable reinforce- 
ments, and as the mein Japanese force con- 
sists of upward of three divisions—"’ 

The dispatch broke off at this point. 

The result of the three days’ Vafangow 
battle was awaited with breathless inter- 
est, and the public had expected news of a 
Russian victory. Many rumors were cur- 
rent of,a disaster to the Japanese, but the 


War Office cautioned the public against ; 


accepting irresponsible reports, The ex- 
citement was increased by the publication 
of Gen. Kuropatkin’s first message, which 
broke off when describing the most critical 
point of the battle. 

The disappointment over the result of the 
battle is tempered somewhat by the know]l- 
edge that the Russian force was over- 
whelmed by numbers. Gen. Stakelberg does 
not attempt to conceal the seriousness of 
his losses, but his report and the reports 
from all other Russian sources agree that 
the retreat was in no sense a rout. 

Japauese Artillery Superior. 
The fierce character of the fight is made 


evident by the fact that the Russians were 


@gaia forced to abandon their guns, thus 
indicating, as in previous encounters, the 
superiority of the Japanese artillery. 

The Russian official reports of the losses 
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are awaited with the keenest interest. The | 
War Office declines to accept the Japanese 
figurés unreservedly, although the officials 
frankly admit that they believe the Rus- 
sian casualties were severe. 

Exactly’ what portion of Stakelberg’s 
corps was engaged at Vafangow is not 
ascertainable. The corps consists of the 
First, Second, and Sixth East Siberian 
Rifles divisions, the Ussuri Mounted 
Brigade, and the First East Siberian 
Sepper Bettalion. 

Gen. Gerngross, who was wounded, com- 
mands the First Siberian Division, of four 
regiments, and a machine gun battalion. 

Operations Lea‘ling to Battle. 


The operations leading up to the battle 
of Vafangow date back to June 11, when 


two Japanese divisions, one commanded by 
Gen, Nozu, advanced from the Pulan-Tien- 


Pitsewo line, probably prompted by in- 
telligence that the Russians were receiving 
reinforcements. A sharp skirmish took 
place the night cf June 12 at the village 
of Oudiaden, five miles west of the rail- 
road and seven miles south of Wafang- 
Tien, and another skirmish occurred on 
the heights near the village of Lidiatun, ten 
miles east of Oudiaden. The Japanese were 
repulsed, but the Russian advance posts 
retired. 

On June 18 two Japanese divisions were 
five miles north of the scene of the skir- 
mish, their left wing resting on the village 
cf Vafangow and their right on the Valley 
of the Tassa, which flows parallel with the 
railroad, falling into the sea ten miles south 
of Pitsewo. 

After a day’s rest the enemy advanced 
fifteen miles on June 14 and attacked the 
left of the Russian “position four miles 
south of Vafangow. The Russians had the 
best of the first day’s fight, annihilating 
a Japanese cavalry squadron’ and taking 
some prisoners, although at nightfall both 
armies retained their positions. 

Country Suitea Artillery. 

Yesterday’s battle extended over a rough 
country, where artillery was very effective. 
The Russian lines extended between the 
villages of Lan-Chov, near the railroad, 
and Fafanvopen. The Japanese were be- 
tween Tafan-Chou and Hun-Chou. Stakel- 
berg’s reserves were held at Si-San, a short 
distance from Vafangow station. The Jap- 
anese reserves were south of Tafan-Chou. 

Gen. Nozu’s artillery began the day by 
shelling the Russian right, while his sharp- 
shooters were busy with the other wing. 
Stakelberg was not certain whence the 
main attack would be delivered, and 
sent out cavalry to the heights of Lan- 
Chou to reconnoitre. Having ascertained 
that the enemy was not moving in that 
quarter, he attacked the Japanese centre 
and left, in order to drive the enemy 
against the railroad. The Japanesce coun- 
tered by moving up reserves in an effort 
to turn the Russian right. Half an hour 
later Stakelierg. otdered his reserves to 
move from Si-San to repel the Japanese 
flanking tactics, in the meanwhile con- 
tinuing his attack on the enemy’s left and 
centre. 

This was the situation described in Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s dispatch of yesterday. What 
followed is deseribed in Gen, Stakelberg’s 


dispatch. 
HOW RUSSIANS WERE TRAPPED. 


Japanese Enveloped Them in Three 
Directions — They Fought 
Stelagnly-

TOKIO, June 16.—The Russian force at 
the battle of Telissu is believed to have 
been an army sent by Gen. Kuropatkin 
to hamper the Japanese operations on 
the Liao-Tung Peninsula. 

The Russians were posted on the 
heights overlooking the railway, their 
right wing at Ta-fang-Shen and their 
left at Lung-wang-Tiao, between which 
hills flows the Fu-Chow River. i 

The Japanese army, advancing from 
Wafang-Tien on both sides of the rail- 
way, bombarded the enemy’s positions 
from 5 to 7 o’clock on the evening of 
June 14, while a right wing was thrown 
dut to Lung-chia-Tung and a left wing 
to Yu-Hotun and a strong column moved 
westward of the left wing and eastward 
of Fu-Chow, occupying the hills at Na- 
kia-Leng and Ten-ki-Dou. 

During the night of the 14th the ene- 
my brought up their reserves, and thus 
had a total force of about 25,000 of all 
arms. | 

At dawn on the 15th the Japanese ad- 

vanced their whole line, the artillery be- 
ing posted at Su-kia-Tnu and Tun-kia- 
Tun, while their left swung round to- 
ward Tung-lun-Kow, threatening the 
enemy’s rear, and the right advanced via 
Su-ping-Chih toward Telissu. 

Thus the Russians were enveloped in 
three directions. They fought stubborn- ; 
ly till 8 o’clock in the afternoon, wheu } 
they fled in the direction of Kai-Ping, | 
(Kai-Chow.) 

The Russian loss included 14 guns and | 
300 prisoners. Among the latter was the 
Colonel of the Fourth Regiment of Rifles, 
The Japanese casualties were 1,000.

The Japanese 
dispatched a column to the westward to- 
ward Fu-Chow, for the purpose of cover- 
ing the Russian right wing and to protect 
their l¢*t and rear. 

During the night it became apparent that 
the Russians were being 1einforced, and it 
was decided to make a general attack in 
the morning and force the Russians into 
a defile back of Telissu. 

When morning came it was ‘discovered 
that the Russians held a line extending 
from Ta-fang-Shen to Cheng-tsu-Shan, 
with a force estimated at more than two di- 
visions. 


Japanese Strategy Successful. 


The Japanese planned to envelop the Rus- 
sians' neur Telissu, and they succeeded ad- 
mirably. 

While the main Japanese force was mov- 
ing north along the railroad, columns were 
swung to the left and to the right, and 
finally converged at noon on the main 
Russian position. The Russians in this po- 
sition were at a disadvantage, but they held 
it with determination until 8 o'clock in the 
afternoon. At this hour they were routed.’ 

The Japanese cavalry continued to pursue 
the enemy, and probably inflicted consid- 
erable punishment. 

The Japanese commander makes no esti- 
mate of the Russian losses, but says they 
are probably great. Among the Russian 
officers captured by the Japanese is the 
Colonel of the Fourth Regiment of Rifles. 

NIU-CHWANG, June 16.—Firing has been 
heard distinctly in the direction of Kai- 
Chow since 10 o'clock last night. 

Two batteries of artillery rushed through 
town at midnight. 

The second division of Gen. Kuroki’s army 
was reported to be marching toward nai- 
Chow yesterday afternoon for the purpose 
of taking the enemy in the rear. 

It is positively known that the Russian 
forces in the vicinity of Kai-Chow are di- 
vided. Half are at Kai-Chow and the re- 
mainder abovt twenty miles east of there. 
The entire force numbers 35,000 men, includ- 
ing 600 Cossacks. 


TWO TRANSPORTS SUNK. 


Nearly 1,000 of the Mikado’s 
May Be Drowned. 


TCKIO, June 16.—All doubt as to the 
sinking of the transports Hitachi and Sado 
by the Russians has been removed. Three 
hundred and ninety-seven survivors of the 
Hitachi have arrived in boats at Moji and 
153 survivors of the Sado have arrived at 
Kokura. 

It is reported that the Hitachi and Sado 
carried only 1,400 men. If this is true, the 
loss in lives is probably less than 1,000. 

The transports, however, had many 
horses and large quantities of supplies on 
Loard. 

Details obtained from the survivors of 
the ill-fated transports show that the 
Hitachi and the Sado met three Russian 
warships near Iki Island at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. The Russians fired on 
the Japanese ships and stopped them, and 
soon afterward they torpedoed and sank 
the helpless transports. 

The Captain of the Sado and several other 
men were captured. 

A message has been received here from 
Hagi saying that some survivors of the 
Hitaehi, drifted north to-Shimonegeki, and 
have ben saved. 

The transport Izumi is still missing. 


Troops 


NAGASAKI, June 16.—The report that 
the port of Hakata, about sixty miles to 
the north of Nagasaki, has been bombarded 
by the Russians is denied. 

Yesterday the Russian warships appeared 
at the Island of Iki, where there is a plenti- 
ful supply of water. They fired on three 
merchant steamers, but the latter escaped. 
The Japanese transport Ugo, homeward 
bound, arrived at Iki Island yesterday, 
after having been fired upon by the Rus- 
sians. She was not damaged. 

The Captein of the transport Hino,jwhich 
has arrived at Moji, reports that saw 
the transport Hitachi, Capt. Campbell, be- 
ing attacked by a Russian warship with 
four funnels. The Russian was on the 
starboard side of the Japanese transport, 
which changed her course and steered for 
the enemy with the intention of ramming 
her. The Russian vessel, however, crossed 
the transport’s bows and attacked her on 


the port side. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 16.—It is re- 
ported that the Vladivostok squadron has 
returned to Viadivostok. 

The public derives some consolation, amid 
the gloom caused od the defeat at Vafan- 
gow, from the forei qn reports of the. raid 
southward by the Vladivostok squadron. 
While the report that the squadron has re- 
turned to its port is believed, it has not 
yet been officially confirmed, and no news 
of the squadron’s expedition has yet come 
from Russian sources.

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KILLED BY AUTO IN BROADWAY. 


McAdoo Sees Electric Omnibus Victim 
at 25th Street—Women Faint. 


An unidentified elderly man, who wore 
good clothing, but had little money on his 
person, was run over early last evening at 
Broadway and Twenty-fifth Street by one 
of the huge electric omnibuses of the Au- 
tomobile Observation Company, and almost 
instantly killed. 

He was running across the street in front 
vf the big car when, apparently confused, 
he suddenly stopped. In another second 


the car was upon him, he was knocked_ 


down, and two of the heavy pneumatic- 
tired wheels, borne down by the weight 
of the car and of about forty passengers, 
passed over his chest and head. His body 
was teribly cut and bones were broken in a 
dozen places, so that death must have 
come quickly. 

William H. Lawson, thirty-eight years 
old, of 508 West Forty-second Street, the 
chauffeur, was arrested by the Tenderloin 
police. He declared that he could not 
avoid the accident, asserting, that although 
he sounded his horn loudly, the victim did 
not try to save himself. 

Broadway was crowded with veople at 
the time, including many women, iwo of 
whom fainted and had to be revived at 
nearby drug stores. 

The body of the victim was taken to the 
sidewalk in front of the Bartholdi Hotel 
by four witnesses who thought that some 
life might remain in it. When Dr. King 
of the New York Hospital arrived he said 
that the man was dead. 

The dead man was apparently about 
fifty-five years old, of medium height and 
build, and wore dark.striped trousers and 
white negligee shirt, a black four-in-hand 
tie, a black derby hat, brown coat and 
black lace shoes. Eighty-four cents were 
found in his trousers’ pocket, but there 
were no other valuables nor any letters or 
papers to identify the man. The body was 
taken to the West Thirtieth Street Station. 

Police Commissioner McAdoo was a wit- 
ness- of the tragedy. He was standing at 
the corner of Twenty-fifth Street and 
Broadway when the man was run down. 
He called the nearest policeman, but took 
no part in the subsequent proceedings. 

The chauffeur left his car in the middle 
of the.south-bound trolley tracks, and 
downtown traffic on this route was blocked 
for half an hour until the police released 
the driver long enough for him to remove 
the car. 


OiL WAR IN AUGUSTA. 


Contracts of Standard Company May 
Cost It $2,000,000.

AUGUSTA, Ga., June 16.—The oil war 
now raging in Augusta promises to cost 
the Standard Oil Company $2,000,000. To- 
night the losses of the Standard Company 
are estimated at $800,000 in two days’ fight- 
ing. 

The war opened several weeks ago when 
Hollis Boardman resigned as manager of 
the Standard Company and organized the 
People’s Oil Company, an independent con- 
cern. The Standard Company immediately 
contracted to furnish ofl to the Augusta 
Brokerage Company at one-half a cent 
lower thar competition. The People’s Qil 
Company, hearing of this contract, offered 
oil to the brokerage firm for 3% cents a 
galion, and,consequently the Standard Com- 
pany must furnish the product for 3 cents. 

The Augusta Brokerage Company imme- 
diately advertised the fact, and in two 
days they had sold 100,000 barrels at a loss 
to the Standard corporation of $800,000, or 
$5 per barrel. Tens of thousands of bar- 
rels were bought by lawyers, cotton men, 
and people of all walks of life for specula- 
tive purposes. 

The Standard Oil. Company has refused 
to honor orders from the Brokerage Com- 
pany at 8 cents per gailon, and contends 
that the Augusta Brokerage Company had 
no right “to divulge their contract to a 
competitor. The Augusta Brokerage Com- 
pany expects to sell 1,000,000 barrels in the 
sixty days that the contract holds. The 
company has its men selling oil all over 
Georgia and contingent States. 


SCORES LOST IN CUBAN STORM. 


Forty-five Persons Dead in One Town 
and Many Missing. 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 15, (by 
steamer to Manzanillo, June 16.)—The worst 
storm of a decade began Friday and cul- 
minated Monday night in fourteen inches 
of rain, which fell in five hours, accom- 

panied by a hurricane. 

The lower village of El Cobre has been 
destroyed. 

Forty-five persons are known to be dead 
and scores are missing. Bodies are float- 
ing in the Cobre River. 


Twenty bodies have been recovered by ! 


boats patrolling the bay. 

All the bridges on the Cobre Railway are 
out and many bridges have been lost on 
the Cuban Railway. A train which left 
Havana Saturday is held between wash- 
outs’ forty miles inland. 

A relief train bringing mail and passen- 
gers was wrecked at Moron. The fireman 
and mail agent were killed and two of the 
employes were injured. The passengers are 


safe. 

The mines at Daiquiri are crippled and 
six of the employes have been drowned. 
The pier has been damaged. 

The city’s property loss is enormous. All 
telegraph and cable lines are disabled. 
GUANTANAMO, Cuba, June 15—(Delayed 
in transmission.)—The most severe storm 
on record has swept over Guantanamo. 
There were showers all Monday, and at 
night a steady downpour of rain began, 
lasting til noon Tuesday. 

At 4 A. M. the Guaso, Bano, and Jaibo 
Rivers were all out of their banks and 
sweeping the country, causing loss of life 
and property. The rivers are still up, and 
there is no communication with outside 
districts. 

Ten bodies have bene recové td thus far 
but much greater loss of life is-sup 
to have occurred in the low districts be- 
ond the rivers. There are large num- 
ers of dead cattle along the banks. 

The Guantanamo Railroad was washed 
out near Caimanera. The damage was 
slight, and the road. will _be open to traf- 
fic to-night. The Cuba Eastern Railroad 
is considerably damaged. No Eridges have 
been destroyed, but they have en in- 
jured. The line between Guantanamo = 
the tidewater is badly washed out.

CLEARED OF BODE 


Of the Slocum Victims, 
430 Have Been Identified. 


Federal Authorities and Jerome 
Seek to Place Blame. 
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PROBABLY 900 DEAD IN ALL 


CAPTAIN OF CRAFT CENSURED 


Some Seamen Say His Action 
Cost Many Lives—Dispute as 
to Condition of Life Belts 
and Fire Hose.

With every hour grows the horror of 
the disaster that visited the excursion 
party of women and children from. St 
Mark’s German Lutheran Church, when 
the General Slocum, with the excursionists 
on board, was burned at North Brother 
Island on Wednesday.. It seems probable 
that more than 900 persons lost their lives 
by fire or or in the river, and the list may 
grow lahger. 

Unlike other disasters in which great loss 
of life occurred, especially when men were 
the chief victims, there is no reason to 
believe or hope that any of the missing 
have wandered away and will be weg 
from later. They are all women and chil-; 
dren who would seek their homes at the 
earliest possible moment. When the lists 
of missing are definitely revised those re- 
maining on it will undoubtedly have been 
round to-be victims, 

Inspector Albertson says that bodies will 
be recovered from various points along the 

| 
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river and sound, and evén out at sea for} 


weeks to come. The body of a little girl, 
who was on the excursion, was picked up 
at the foot ‘of Clinton Street last night, 
eight miles from where the Slocum was 


beached. 

Divers working on the hull of the vessel 
at North Brother Island reported to Mayor 
McClellan that there were no more bodies 


in the wreck. 

Diverse opinions were expressed by sea- 
men as to the merits and demerits of Capt. 
Van Schaick’s action in heading his boat 
to North Brother Island. The general 
opinion was that he had made an error 


that cost many lives. 

The Mayor has appointed a committee of 
twelve prominent citizens to take charge of 
all moneys sent in for the relief of the 
destitute or the buiral of the dead. 
Thomas Lipton has sent $1,000. Offers of 
aid come from many cities. President Lou- 
bet has sent a message of condolence to 


President Roosevelt. 

The flags on all public buildings and 
schools have been ordered at half mast, 
and a day of general mourning may be

designated by the Mayor. | 
Around the Morgue heartbreaking scenes 
were witnessed all day, and the work of 
identification goes on rapidly. Several per- 
sons, driven insane by the awful sights 
they witnessed and their bereavement, at- 
tempted suicide. The scenes in the vicinity 
of St. Mark’s Church and through the 
stricken district were touching in the ex-

Townsend, arnounces that it will spend 
every dollar in its treasury to bring to 
justice the guilty parties, if such there be, 
responsible for this slaughter of the little 
ones. 

In spite of the fact that dozens of rotten 
life belts are in the hands of the Coroners 
to be used as evidence, and some of the 
crew of the Slocum say that the fire hose 
was useless, the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
Company and the Steamboat Inspectors 
maintain that everything on board the Slo- 
cum was in good shape as late as May 5 
last. 

Coroner Berry has announced that the in- 
quest into the causes of the disaster will 
be held as soon as a thorough examination 
of theh ull of the vessel is completed. The 
Coroner will be aided by Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan of Mr. Jerome's staff. 

Secretary Cortelyou of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor has ordered a rigid 
investigation to be made by the Steam- 
boat Inspection Service, under the direction / 
of George Uhler, Supervising Inspector 
General.

in their opinion no more bodies remained 
in the sunken hull of the vessel.. That an- 
nouncement was made while Mayor Mc- 
Clellan was visiting the scene of the dis- 
aster. The work, however, will not be 
abandoned until every corner yor hull 
and hold have been thoroughly explored. 

Diver Blumberg said to Inspector Albert- 
son, who was in charge of the police ar- 
rangements on the island: 

“We. worked all day, and I went down 
under the paddle boxes and into the fore 
and aft hatches and could not-.find any 
more bodies. I am sure there are no more 
there. “All the upper decks are gone. The 
main deck is as firm as ever, as it was not 
burned through. The only way the bodies 
could get into the hold would be through 
the hatches, and I made a_ thorough 
search there and could not find any trace 
of more bodies. If there are any there 
they are so badly burned that it would be 
impossible to get them out in any shape 
that would make them recognizable. It 
would be better to have the people who are 
searching for friends understand that we 
@an hope to find no more. in the wreck.” 

“*I believe that 500 more bodies will be 
found,’’ said Inspector Albertson, “ but 
they are up and down the’ river for miles. 
No doubt we will be picking them up for 
weeks, and even then a great number 
never will be found. There are many little 
coves and rocky shoals hereabout where 
bodies could become wedged beyond any 
ehance of being washed-out. We will keep 
squads of searchers and: divers at work 
for some time to thorcughly explore just 
such places. Nothing, will be left undone 
to make sure the fate of those who are 
now reported as missing.”’ 

When the tide turned and began to fall, 
about 5:30 o'clock in the afternoon, the 
current slackened so that additions could 
be made safely to the searching party. Six- 
teen boats were about the sunken vessel at 
this time, and the result was that in less 
than half an hour twelve more bodies were 
recovered from the beach and one from the 
wreck itself. 


Oarsmen Found Body. 


The body recovered from the wreck was 
that of a young woman. It was seen, 
caught in one of the paddle boxes, by the 
crew of the barge of the Lone Star Boat 
Club, which was passing the wreck. They 
removed it, and laying it athwart the barge, 
carried it to the shore of North Brother 
Island, where it was turned over to the 
Coroner. 

On one of the bodies found on the beach, 
that of a woman about thirty-five years 
old, was found a gold ring engraved on 
the inside with the letters “A. F.,”’ then a 
wide space, and the word ‘‘ Hope.” She 
also wore a plain wedding ring. On an- 
other body, that of a girl of fourteen, was 
found a solitaire diamond ring and another 
ring with a cluster of blue stones. 

All during Wednesday night and yester- 
day North Brother Island was a reception 
morgue for the dead. Divers working in 
the hull of the vessel brought body after 
body to the surface in the early morning 
hours, work having been started as soon 
as there was light sufficient to guide the 
movements of the divers. As soon as morn- 
ing broke a flotilla of small boats put out 
from the shores of the island and from the 
New York side, and with grappling hooks 
dredged around the shoals over and about 
the spot where the Slocum was beached. 

Many bodies were also washed ashore by 
the tide, and it is expected that more 
will come in on every flood. Many will be 
carried out on the ebb, however, and will 
be found at various points, even famyquet 
at sea. During the night the work of 
picking up bodies was greatly aided by 
the searchlights which the Hewitt and the 
Patrol played upon the adjacent waters 
as they cruised around in search of the 
dead. 

When Divers Blumberg and Hine of the 
wrecking company first went down into 
the wreck they found bodies of women and 
children piled up in an indescribable mass. 
Some of these were burned beyond recogni- 
tion. Here and there were parts of men’s 
bodies. Yesterday morning, besides the 
wrecking company’s divers, Diver Rice, 
who took William Hoar’s body from the 
Boonton dam, and Diver Edwards of the 
Dock Department were at work on the 
wreck. 

From the first it was understood that 
many bodies were held under the paddle 
box of the steamboat. The starboard box 
was still unburned, and the vessel had 
settled over on that side, burying the box 
half in the water. Many bodies were float- 
ing around the wreck when the boat set- 
tled, and it wag determined that the big 
wheelbox had held some of them. Diver 
Blumberg first went down into the stern 
of the Slocum, which -was in sixty feet of 
water, but he made little progress. Then 


! he tried the bow, eighteen feet down, and 


many bodies were found. The divers then 
tore off as much as they could of the pad- 
dle box and took out the bodies. 


Work of City Divers. 


Some time later two Dock Department 
divers, Thomas Gilligan and Thomas Caulic, 
were let down from a scow that had been 
brought alongside. They confined their ef- 
forts to the stern of the vessel, but with 
little success. They found several bodies 
of women and children, which they passed 
out through an opening in the hull and 
then brought to the surface. 

A diving apparatus was also rigged up on 
the bar where the Slocum was first beached, 
acd the divers succeeded in bringing a 
nuiber of badies to the surface. These had 
been held by the rocks along the shore, and 
would have remained there indefinitely but 
for the divers’ efforts. In the afternoon 
Capt. Risdors of the wrecker Hustler was 
authorized by Police Commissioner McAdoo 
to use dynamite if in his opinion the work 
of the divers in bringing bodies to the sur- 
face could be facilitated by that means. 

As soon as bodies were recovered, either 
from the wreck or floating near the shore, 
they were fastened together, and when half 
a dozen were obtained they were taken to 
the shore. 

During the morning the souvenir hunters 
came out in force, and the rowboats seri- 
ously hampered the work of the divers and 
wreckers. These curiosity seekers fought 
with ach other over a scrap of @lothing or 
a piece of wood or iron from the steam- 
boat, and the annoyance finally became so 
great that the Patrol established a “ dead 
line;’’ beyond which the souvenir hunters 
could not venture. 

Health Commissioner Darlington has 

let up an instant since the Slocum 
beached. He and Drs. Roberts and 
Stewart of the Health Department were re- 
| sponsible for bringing order out of the 
chaos that reigned there when the bodies 
were being brought ashore in scores. 

‘I will never be able to forget the scene, 
the ytter horror of it,”’ said the Commis- 
“The patients in the con- 
tagious wards, especially in ‘the scarlet 
fever ward, went wild at the things they 
saw from their windows ahd went scream- 
ing and beating at the doors until it took 
fifty nurses and doctors to quiet them. 
They were all locked up. Along the beach 
the boats were carrying in the living and 
dying and towing in the dead. 

We wrapped the living in blankets and 
gave them milk and whisky. We used a 
barrel and a half of spirits to geod pur-

Her Message Unfinished, 


“I saw two pathetic incidents that I will 
never forget. A handsome young girl about 
seventeen years old was ‘brought ashore 
about an hour after 1 arrived. She was 


half drowned, and’ crushed by the terrible - 


fight on the deck. As I Hfted- her head 
she held out a little handbag to me, which 
she still clutched in her hand, » * Give’ tis 
to mother,’ she said, ‘and‘say Amelia ’~ 
Then before she could finish what she was 
about to say she fell back dead. There 
was nothing in the bag but three unmarked 
handkerchiefs. 

“Another young girl took- off her- wateh 
and tried to hold it out to me as she lay 
on the grass. She struggled to tell me her 
name, but before she could. do go she died. 
‘“T saw many brought ashore. covered 
with bruises and cuts and’ With broken 
bones. I am sure that the frantic strug- 
gle on the decks of the boat when the wo- 
men sought to save themselves ahd their 
children crushed many to death. The panic 
was nearly as deadly as the flameg and the 

water.”’ 

Dr. McLaughlin of. the Corps of physicians 
regularly attached to North Brother. Isl« 
and said yesterday that. not one of the 
tuberculosis or other patients, who had 
assisted in the work‘ of rescue, had: suf- 
fered from any ill effects from the. ex- 
posure, The treatment given the patients 
on the island, he said, made it posal 
for them to endure the exposure, If they 
had done the same work without bein 
fortified by this treatment, he said, the 
results might have been serious. 

Mayor McClellan arrived at North Bre 
er Island shortly before 2 o'clock. He. was 
accompanied by Commissioner Dartinaten 
and Assistant Corpoation Counsel Bree 
ridge. The party came on the tug 
hattan, which flew the Mayor's flag... Juat 
before he reached the island he ‘noticed 
that the flag was at the top ‘of the s 
and he quietly ordered the Captain to put 
it at half-mast. 

All the way up the river the Mayor aues- 
tioned the Captain as to where the fige 
had broken out on the Slocum, what would, 
in his opinion, have been the best placé to 
go ashore, the depth of water at various 
places, and the direction of the wind and 
state of the tide on Wednesday. The Cap 
tain said he would have beached the vessel 
on the Sunken Meadows. 


Burial of the Bodies. 


As soon as he arrived on the Island the 
Mayor instructed Dr. Darlington to have 
all the unidentified gead and those burned 
beyond hope of: recognition. buried in the 
Lutheran Cemetery at the city’s expense.; 

Inspector Albertson and Dr. Roberts met 
the Mayor on his arrival and éscorted lm 
around the island. He mournfully vi 
the great pile of coffins, big and little, that 
were stacked up near the scarlet fever 
pavilion. Several policemen, Health De- 

partment employes, and members of;.the 
Life Saving Corps, who had done valiant 
work, were presented to him, and he warm- 
ly thanked each for his ettorts. . éap 

Mayor McClella ‘faken near 
to where the boat first tan ashore. As he 
stood there, watching the grapplers fight- 
ing the swift-running tide, one of-the .men 
shouted that he had found a body... It 
proved to be that of a nine-yearsold girl.. 

“That makes No. 522,” said one. of the 
attendants, who had kept an accurate rec- 
ord. 

Dr. Darlingtcn assured the Mayor, in‘an- 
swer to a question, that there was no 
dangtr of contagion spreading through the 
clothes given to the injured. The garments 
either were or had been thoroughly digin- 
fected. The Mayor then inspected the hea- 
pitais, and it was while this was going on 
that the divers reported to him that no 
more bodies were in the hull of the.boat. , 

Luncheon had been prepared for the 
Mayor, but the scenes he witnessed, he 
said, had rebbed him of his appetite. » 

‘*T can only say,’’ was his comment as he 
started to leave, ‘‘that I have been im- 
pressed by the magnificent work which 
has been done under most distressing cir- 
cumstances. A noble work has been per- 
formed. I can only regret the necessity 
that prompted it.’} 

Coroner O’Gorman, who was on the isl- 
and most of yesterday, last night seid 
that he had in his possession property and 
bank books that would foot up nearly 
$300,000. Of that. more than $60,000 was 
in cash, nearly $100,000 represented in de- 
posits, and the remainder in jewelry and 
other personal property. 


THRONGS AT MORGUE. 


Police Lines Bréken, Women Trampled, 
and Bars Broken in Rush. 
Crowds of sorrowing men, women, and 
children, many of them breaking down un- 
der the continued strain, surged about the, 
Morgue and the pier of the Charities De- 
partment, at the foot of East Twenty-sixth 
Street, all yesterday and last night, con- 
tinuing the work of identifying the. bodies 
of the victims of the General Slocum. At 
all times the crowds ran into the thou- 


sands, and last evening there were more 
persons there than at any other time in the 
course of the day. 

Under the most trying circumstances the 
police handled the crowds well, treating 
everybody with the utmost kindness and 
consideration, so as not to add to the. dis- 
tress of the bereaved parents and relatives. 
As the day wore on the officers on duty 
were relieved and reinforced, for Inspector 
McLaughlin, who was in charge, feared:a 
repetition of the troubles of the night be- 
fore, and had two Seargeants, two Rounds- 
men, and eighty patrolmen on the pier un- 
der the direction of Capt. Shire of the East 
Thirty-fifth Street Station. 

The police lined the water edge and 
guarded each doorway on the pier, #0 as 
to prevent those crazed by grief from _ 
jumping into the water to end their own 
lives. Dozens of such attempts were made, 
only to be blocked by the stalwart, wateh- 
ers, who caught, held, and tried ‘to reason 
with the would-be suicides, many of whom 
had to be placed under the care of Belle- 
vue Hospital physicians. 

Scenes of grief and breaking down, as 
fathers and mothers recognized the re- 
mains of their little ones, as men found 
their wives and whole families, were re- 
peated every few minutes, until even the 
Morgue men. and the policemen had all 
they could do to stand the strain. All 
evening the pier was filled with lines of 
relatives searching for their dead, mari 
of the men and women being half 
as the time wore on, and they could not 
find those they sought. 

Men and women would go round and 
round the bodies for hours, looking “over 
each one many times. One heavily built 
German. a man of middle age, was ey 


if 





and wringing his hands all evening. as he 
failed to find the body of his young bey. 

In the long lines of persons who passed 
and repased through the police lines were 
thousands of curious persons without 
friends. or personal interest in the dead. 
The police, who resented the presence of 
such visitors as much as any one, were 
powerless to stop them, for, as Inspector 
McLaughlin said, they could not run the 
risk of keeping out those who had lost 
friends or members of their families just 
to prevent the curious from hovering about 
the place, even though they hindered the 
work of identification. 


Identifications Were Rapid. 


Despite this hindrance, the work of 
identifying the dead progressed rapidly— 
far more rapidly in fact than the under- 
takers could handle the dead as they were 
claimed. Up to 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon Coroner Scholer said 423 bodies had 
been identified, but of that number many 
were still on the pier last night, although 
the undertakers’ wagons were running in 
a steady stream from the pier to various 
homes and undertakers’ shops. Every un- 
identified body on the pier last night at 
midnight was embalmed under the orders 
of Health Commissioner Darlington, after 
a consultation with Commissioner Tully of 
the Department of Charities. 

At midnight, in order to permit of this 
work, the doors to the pier and the Morgue 
Were closed, and a large staff of embalm- 
ers, working under the direction of John 
H. Fitzpatrick, started their work. The 
Commissioners announced that no one 
would be admitted to examire the dead 
until after the work of embalming had 
been completed, and until all bodies then 
on the way. down from North Brother 
Island had been embalmed as well as those 
already on the pier. The Commissioners 
hoped to have things in readiness by 8 or 


9 o'clock this morning, so that the work of 
identification may be resumed. 

After a thorough and official inspection 
of the scene of the disaster and of the 
work on the Morgue pier, Commissioner 
Darlington said last night that he did not 
believe the final list of dead would be less 
thar. 1,000, and he feared it would run close 
to 1,200. : 

“From the very best information which 
I have been able to obtain,’’ said the Com- 
lqmissioner, ‘“‘ there were 1,625 adults and 
echiidren on the vessel when the disaster oc- 

_«@urred. The more than 500 bodies already 
eB Covered were almost wholly those of per- 
“sons who jumped overboard when the boat 
. was beached or just prior to it. Those who 
, jumped while the steamer was going up 
‘stream are still missing. 
lovffIt is my idea that the total number 
;qhever will be learned, as it is unquestion- 
, ably true there were some families entire- 
1-44" wiped out, leaving no one to take an in- 
stterest in their fate or identification. Also 
there were many unattached men and wo- 
men on board, whose absence will create 
mo comment.’’

Fainted at Mayor’s Feet. 


When the Mayor stepped on to the long 
vpier where lay row after row of the rude 
pine coffins containing the.dead he re- 
®imoved his hat and slowly walked along 
-Tthe lines. While passing the coffin of a 
*“i@hild its mother, who had just identified 
the body, threw her hands to her head, 
tmand, screaming, fell fainting at the Mayor's 

‘cfeet. 
«The lines of persons inspecting the dead 
last evening were no longer disturbed by 
jithe music from the near-by recreation pier, 
ooas had been the case more of the night be- 
re. Commissioner Tully had notified Dock 

“ommissioner Featherson, and positive or- 
ders has been issued not to have the regu- 
lar band play any music on the Twenty- 
fourth Street Recreation Pier until after 
the temporary morgue on the Charities De- 
partment pier has_been abolished. 

Two well-dressed women arrived at the 
pier in the evening and said they wanted 
to aid in all ways possible the stricken 
families. They said they would provide 
homes for the homeless children, would buy 
mourning for families too or to buy it 
for themselves, and would aid in any other 
way suggested. The women refused to give 
their names when questioned, but went to 
Commissioner Tully and told him who they 
were and where they could be reached. 
The Commissioner said that in deference to 
their wishes he would not let their names 
beeeme public 

When day broke yesterday morning on 
the Charities Department Pier there were 
the same lines of grief-striken relatives, 
who had been vainly waiting al! night for 
the arrival of the bodies they sought. All 
night long the workmen of the depart- 
ments had béen engaged in unloading the 
dead as fast as the boats brought them 
down from North Brother Island, and in 
the daylight the tired forms and drooping 
eyes of officials and subordinates alike 
told of the strain they had been under. 

Between 4 o’clock Wednesday afternoon 
and 11 o’clock yesterday morning 457 bodies 
had been received at the morgue and pier, 
of which 175 had been identified and re- 
moved. From that time on the work of 
identification progressed much faster and 
at midnight less than one hundred bodies 
remained unidentified. 

Before daylight yesterday Jacob Bensch 
of 401 Fifth Street stumbled about, groping 

r the body of his wife. Mary, who had 
gone on the excursion with her four-year- 
old daughter, Louise. Finally he found the 

tbody of his wife among the dead and 
“broke down, then .became hysterical and 
had to be led, shrieking, from the pier. 
Later the man’s daughter was found alive 
at the Lebanon Hospital, and she probably 
; will recover. 

A little while after that Mrs. Lena Re- 
kanski, a widow of 337 Fifth Street, tried 
to throw herself into the river after having 
identified the body of her daughter, Wanda, 
aged ten, among the dead. Deckhands of 
the steamer Fidelity caught her just as she 
was about to plunge from the gangplank of 
the vessel. Physicians and nurses of Belle- 
vue took her in charge. 


Woman Tries Suicide. 


Shortly after the first arrival of the Fi- 
delity Mrs. Catherine Diamond and her 
? brother, of 79 Madison Street, went to the 


, pier and identified the body of their_moth- 
ef, Mrs. Catherine Birmingham. In her 
grief Mrs, Diamond tried to jump from the 
pier, when she was caught by W. D. How- 
ard, a Bellevue Hospital nurse. She was 
carried into the office of the Superintend- 
ent of the Outdoor Poor, where she re- 
mained unconseious for half an hour. 

Capt. Gallagher ordered his policemen to 
watch Charles Schmidling, nineteen years 
old, of 119 East Seventh Street. He had 
been on the pier since 3 o’clock looking for 
the bodies of his mother and two sisters. 
Finally he weakened under the strain, and 
at 10 o’clock was talking incoherently and 
gesticulating. The police kept him from 
going near the edges of the plier, as they 
did many others, who showed they no 
longer were able to endure the strain. 

Jennie Harms, who has been connected 
with one of the Dreamland shows, called 
at the pier in the afternoon looking for the 
bodies of her father, mother, and brother. 
Miss Harms ifived at 312 East Fourteenth 
Street with her brother Herman, Their 
father and mother came from Troy a few 
days ago and went on the excusion with 
the brother. The gir) identified the body 
of her mother in the afternoon, but the 
other two bodies had not been found up to 
late last night. 

Beveral members of the Salvation Army 
Fourth Corps in Harlem went to the pier 
shortly before 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
looking for some missing comrades, four 
in number, and all women. They identified 
the bodies of Mrs. Julia Dunn. of 2,112 
Third Avenue, of Mrs. Dunn’s five-year-old 
boy Arthur, of Miss Mary Hegenbuscher, 
thirty-two years old, of the same address, 
and of Miss Hegenbuscher’s sister, Mrs. 
Mollinor of Mount Vernon, In the part 
with these were Mrs. Millinor’s three chil- 
dren, whose bodies have not yet been 
found, and of Miss Fannie Irving, thirty- 
two years old, of 2,112 Third Avenue.

A Survivor's Curiosity, « 


One of the survivors of the digaster, a 
Woman who was injured and who had to 
use crutches, was looking on when this 
happened. She was asked if she was trying 
to identify friends. 

“No,” she said, “I am simply here look- 


ing. on to see what happened to the others.” 
arry Bindewald identified the body of 
his brother-in-law, William H. Pullman, the 
Treasurer of the Bunday school. A check 
for $300, drawn by Mr. Pullman in favor 
of the Knickerbocker Steamboat Company 
to pay for the use of the vessel for the 
day, was found in Mr. Pullman’s pocket. 
His wife was among those saved. 

In the early afternoon two “runners” 
for some of the undertakers in the neigh- 
borhood ot the Morgue got into a quarrel 
while explaining their charges to a be- 
reaved woinan, and the men came to blows. 
Police Captain Shire ordered them arrested 
and sent to the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station, charged with disorderly conduct. 

Friends of Mrs. Hines of 97 Avenue A 
found her body so badly burned they could 
not recognize a single feature, but a shoe- 
maker whose name was found on the inside 
of one of her shoes made the identification. 
Later the woman’s husband verified the 
identification by the fillings in her teeth. 
Mrs. Hines’s sons, George and Henry, aged 
six and twelve, respectively, were saved 
from the disaster, but two daughters, 
Louisa and Dinal, aged twenty and ten, 
have not yet been found. 

Timothy McCarthy of 608 Water Street, 
a Morgue attendant, cut two fingers on 
some zinc around a coffin. The man be- 
came much alarmed for fear of blood poi- 
soning. Dr. Brooks of Bellevue gave anti- 
septic treatment to the wounds, 

Manny Manheimer, a bookmaker, accom- 
panied by Dr. Fleming, the house phy- 
siciun at the Grand and Imperial Hotels, 
searched vainly among the dead for his sis- 
ter, nephew, and niece, who were on the 
excursion boat. Louis Haag of 210 East 
Fourteenth Street, an elderly man accom- 
panied py his wife and another elderly man, 
sought the bodies of his boy of fourteen, 
Willie, and of two little daughters, Finally 
the father found the body of the boy and 
led the mother to it. She looked at it a 
minute, then looked vacantly at the persons 
about her. 

“It's Willie,” she said, repeating this 
several times in the same tone. Her mind 
had given way under the strain, and she 
was taken to Bellevue. 

Mrs. Muller of 645 East Seventeenth 
Street searched a long time for the bodies 
of her sister, Mrs. amm, and her two 
children, Frank, aged eight, and_ Lillian, 
aged seven. Mrs, Lamm was a widow, liv- 
ing witn her two children at the same ad- 
dress as Mrs. Muller. The mother was 
found, and later the boy Frank, but the 
girl’s body has not yet n identified. 


Families Almost Wiped Out. 


Frederick and Gustave Rheinfrank, 
searched for their two families, saying that 
in the two families fourteen persons were 
missing. They were particularly concerned 
about their aged father and mother, brt 
were unable to find them, and finally Fred- 
erick obtained permission to go on the 
Fidelity to North Brother Island. Gustave 
waited on the dock to examine any other 
bodies that might be brought in. Just as 
the Fidelity pulled out, Gustave saw an 
old man, shabbily dressed, weeping over 
the body of his wife, which had just been 
identified. He heard the man say he had 
no money with which to pay for a funeral, 
and, going up to te man, handed him $6. 
Then the big German went away to con- 
tinue his own search. 

The beautiful woman whose face wore 
such a peaceful smile as she lay in her 
coffin with her baby in her arms, and 
whose body attracted such attention and 
interest, was identified as Mrs. Mary Bretz 
of 304 East Twenty-eighth Street. - The 
identification was made by her sister-in- 
law, Mary Wascher. 

Several complaints were received from 
relatives, who, after identifying their dead, 
tried to obtain the effects taken from the 
dead bodies. Each body was tagged with 
a number, and the effects were put into 
envelopes pearing corresponding numbers. 
Many of the undertakers, when they re- 
moved the bodies, failed to preserve the 
tags, while other tags were destroyed in 
the a confusion.

Broke Up Police Lines. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock in the afternoon

Later in the afternoon the crowd about the

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Scarce a Tenement in ’‘Little 
Germany” Escaped Disaster. 


NINE DEAD IN ONE HOUSE 


Church Crowded With ‘Weeping 
Throng—Pastor Told of Wife’s 
Death. 


In the streets of “ Little Germany,” as its 
peaceful folk have named that section of 
the city stretching from First to Seventh 
Street, there was neither dancing nor mu- 
sic yesterday.. The avenues and by-ways 
that for a score of years have been fa- 
mous for their outdoor gaieties were silent. 
The sunshine that beat down upon the 
crowded pavements was greeted by an an- 
swering sob. From the doorways bands 
of crépe and badges of mourning signed 
mute grief to every passer-by. Out of the 
windows came the sounds of weeping. The 
blue sky and the bright sun looked down 
upon “ Little Germany ”’ through a shroud 
of sadness. : 

From tenement, school house, club, café, 
and humble shop floated the Stars and 
Stripes at half most, surmounted by a wav- 
ing steamer of black. Where the hand organs 
of three days ago were besieged by groups 
of happy children, mournful processions of 
dark-curtained carriages, headed by the 
sombre hearse, rumbled noisily over the 
paving blocks. On the corners, where rol- 
licking bands of young men and boys have 
been wont to assemble of an evening, there 
were.sad gatherings of men talking in 
whispers, seeking sad news from one an- 
other or telling with harrowing detail the 
latest story of suffering. 

Half-revived from the stunning shock it 
had received when the steamboat Gen. 
Slocum went down with hundreds of its 
sons and daughters, the German neighbor- 
hood of tS. Mark's German Evangelical 
Lutheran Church was beginning to wake 
to a realization of the calamity that had 
befallen it. Gradually fearful uncertainty 
had been changed into appalling reality. 

From the Morgue there came with every 
hour the news of others whose mutilated 
bodies had been found near the wreck of 
the Sunday school excursion boat. The 
families who had hoped to find their lost 
children and mothers were despairing in 
the face of tidings that made their quests 
almost sure to end in the death house or 
the incurable ward. 

This neighborhood of the unfortunate 
church of Pastor Haas is a homelike place. 
The thousand or more families directly 
connected with the parish are related or 
linked together by marriage to a great ex- 
tent and outside their immediate circle they 
have hundreds, even thousands, of friends. 
In the houses that escaped affliction there 
was an atmosphere of sadness, and it is 
doubtful is a tenement in all the district 
did not hay some one to mourn as a re- 
sult of the catastrophe, 


Crowds at Stricken Church. 


Infront of the church in Sixth Street a 
crowd collected before daybreak and re- 
mained undiminished all day. The infor- 
mation bureau established inside was 
packed with weeping inquirers, and half a 
dozen young ministers were busy answer- 
ing questions, making lists of those still 
missing, giving help to relatives too poor 
to arrange for the burial of their dead, and 
rendering whatever assistance they could 
to the hundreds of mourners. 

It was not until late in the day that Po- 
lice Commissioner McAdoo detailed several 
uniformed officers to make a systematic 
record of all reports of unidentified and 
lost excursionists. After this the crowds 
were handled with more dispatch, but there 
was plenty of work for both the church 
members and the officers. 

Under the leadership of the Rev. F. Hol- 
ter of the Lutheran Church in Summit Ave- 
nue, Jersey City, a subscription bureau for 
the needy was established in the church- 
yard. Mr. Holter sat at a table, taking 
small and large contributions, having head- 
ed his list with $100 each received from 
Magistrate Flammer, Browning, King & 
Co., and a Mr. Gucker. As s0o0m as the 
crowd discovered what was afoot there 
Was a rush to reach the minister, and hun- 
dreds of hands were thrust toward )\him with 
dimes, quarters, and bills. 

An old man, apparently a day laborer, his 
hands grimy from his toil, shyly laid a 
penny on the table and then ram away as 
fast as he could, brushing the tears from 
his eyes as he went. A woman, her face 
covered by a veil, sobbing so that she 
could be heard across the street, pushed 
her way into the line of policemen to con- 
tribute a half dollar. So it went on all 
day until the minister had nearly $1,000 
in the afternoon, most of it composed of 
very small gifts. A majority of the givers 
refused to tell their names. 


Undertakers Overwhelmed. 


Although the percentage of dependent 
families in the district is small, the Luth- 


eran clergymen who had gathered at St. 
Mark’s from all sections to aid in the work 
there decided to take steps for organized 
help in cases where it might be needed. 
The small subscriptions collected, it was 
thought, would not be sufficient, and the 
Rev. J. J. Heischmann, President of the 
Lutheran Pastors’ Assembly in New York, 
called a meeting of the ministers at the 
church for this morning. All arrangements 
for the funerals of the Slocum victims will 
receive attention, and funds may be sent 
to the pastors’ Treasurer, the Rev. J. W. 
Roth, care of the Rev. G. C. F. Haas, 64 
Seventh Street. 

When the information was spread abroad 


badly eguivved for thig emergency the 
church « 
Gffers of help, J. P. Sloane, President of 
the Cedar Grove Cemetery, sent a letter 
Offering to furnish without cost all graves 
meeded for the unidentified dead. Super- 
intendent Boystede of Woodlawn Cemetery 
telephoned that he was authorized to give 
a burig! plot on Martin Luther Avenue. The 
Fresh Pond Crematory of Long Island of- 
fered to receive free of charge all bodies 
sent there from the church. 

In New York's five boroughs there are 
169 Lutheran ministers, while there are 
twenty-five, including both German and 
English-speaking pastors, in Hudson 
County, New Jersey. It was said last night 
that all of these probably would be called 
upon to help at the many funerals that 
must take place within the next two or 
three days. 

The inadequacy of the district's under- 
taking establishments for such a crisis as 
this was a serlous feature of the church’s 
difficulties yesterday. 

All through the night any one walking 
through the streets of the stricken dis- 
trict might have discovered in darkened 
windows of its dwellings women with pal- 
lid faces keeping their mournful vigil and 
peering with tear-dimmed faces into the 
night for any sign of their dear ones re- 
turning. But when daylight came yester- 
day and they still had not appeared this 
hoping against hope gave away to despair. 

As the day advanced emblems of sorrow 
increased, and last night there was not a 
single block in the entire neighborhood 
where there was not at least a score of 
doors with a sign that there lay dead with- 
in. On some doors were as many as two or 
three streamers of crepe. 

The undertakers in the stricken section 
soon found that they were confronted with 
a problem which they could not grapple 
with and were compelled to turn their 
would-be patrons away. 

At the establishment of Philip Wagner, 
sexton of the German Lutheran St. Mark’s 
Church, at 138 Second Avenue, there were 
twenty-three bodies at noon yesterday. In 
Philip Herrlich’s place, at 100 Avenue A, 
twenty-six bodies were received yesterday. 
His brother, Jacob Herrlich, at 506 Sixth 
Street, had orders for fifty-two funerals, 
and thirty bodies were in the repository at- 
tached to his place. 

Next to the church, the residence of the 
Rev, Mr. Haas, at 64 Seventh Street, was 
the scene of most excitement during the 
day, and as the rumors of the pastor’s in- 
juries had been exaggerated since he col- 
lapsed Wednesday night, the belief was 
general that he was in a precarious condi- 
tion. In the evening, however, Dr. Senken, 
his physician, set these fears at rest. 


Pastor Hears of Wife’s Death. 


“ Dr. Haas is very much improved,” said 
the doctor. ‘“‘We hope that he will be 
among the workers in a few days.” 

The pastor did not hear of his wife's 
death until late in the afternoon, when his 
brother, the Rev. J. A. W. Haas, told him 
as gently as he could that Mrs. Haas’s 
body had been brought to the house. 

“‘T had expected it,” he said. 

Mrs. Hansen, Mrs, Haas’s mother, and 
Mrs. Tetamore, her sister, are missing, and 
a search of hospitals and the Morgue by 
the Rey. Mr. Schulz, assistant pastor of 
the church, has failed to discover any clue 
to their fate or-to that of Gertrude, his 
thirteen-year-old daughter. Miss Emma 
Haas, the pastor’s sister, is recovering from 
her injuries. 

Dr. Senken said later that the pastor was 
being buoyed up by the hope that his daugh- 
ter was safe, having heard from a neighbor 
that a small boy had rescued her. This boy 
was described as Charles Schwartz of 141 
Third Street, but he said last night that 
when he last saw Gertrude Haas she was 
falling from the burning upper deck of the 
Slocum. He did not see her again. “I 
watched on the island a long time for 
Gertrude, but they didn't bring her there,” 
he said. 

Dr. Senken later gave out the following 
statement dictated by Mr. Haas as a mes- 
sage to his congregation: 

“In a common loss, we have a common 
hope. I wish I could be with you all, but 
I am stricken, as you are.” 

There reached the pastor’s house during 
the day scores of messages of condolence. 
The first came from Mayor McClellan. 
Archbishop Farley said in his letter: 

“I beg to tender to you and your afflict- 
ed people my most sincere sympathy in the 
presence of the appalling calamity that 
has fallen upon them and you through the 
burning of the General Slocum, and I know 
that my feelings are fully shared by the 
whole body of the Catholic clergy and laity 
of New York. 

‘May the Giver of all strength comfort 
you and yours in this the dreadful hour 
of your sorrow.” 

Churches and religious organizations from 
all parts of the country sent telegrams of 
condolence. One was from the Sunday 
School Union of Great. Britain and the 
Colonies, representing half a million mem- 
bership. The Salvation Army, the British 
Sunday School Workers, and the New York 
State Sunday School Association were 
among the rest who wired sympathy. 


Life-Preservers of Ground Cork. 


Among the stories told by survivors at 
the church there was one which more than 
others seemed to indicate that the death 
of a great number of the victims was due 
to the condition of the life-preservers. This 
was the story of Miss Ida Hayden, a step- 
daughter of John Holthusen, Superintend- 
ent of the St. Mark’s Parish School. 

“The first I knew,” said Miss Hayden, 
‘“‘ was when I heard a cry of ‘ Fire!’ raised. 
We heard a wild scramble of feet overhead 
and saw a little cloud of smoke curl up- 
ward. I asked a man who was in a near-by 
stateroom hurriedly putting a lot of money 
into a small bag if there was any danger. 
He assured us there was none at all, but 
he took his money and hurried away. I 
have since learned that he was the purser, 

* All of a sudden everybody seemed to be 
rushing toward the starboard side of the 
steamer. When the starboard railing of the 
second deck gave way, hundreds of wo- 
men and children and a few men fell into 
the water, which was black with human 
forms packed so densely that we. might 
have stepped out and walked over them as 
on a floor. Most of them seemed to be 
paralyzed with fear the moment they 
struck the water and made hardly any ef- 
fort to save themselves from sinking. 

“Unless they were strong swimmers 
there was nothing to save them after they 
reached the water, for there was not a 
single one in that mass of humanity that 
had a life belt. These were so high over- 
head that they could not be reached in a 
hurry, and besides, were fastened with 
strong wires. I tugged at one for a long 
time, but to no purpose, for it broke, and 
I found then that it was filled with ground 
cork instead of with the solid cork, which 
I have been told is required by law. Others 
must have had the same experience, for the 
stuff was seattered all over the deck. 
When the tug Sumner came up they threw 
a rope to my father, and we jumped to- 
gether, holding on to thé rope, and were 
pulled on board the tug. 

“Pastor Haas showed himself a real 
hero, and received most of his injuries 
while seeking to save a number of children 
whom he had ushered into the cabin to pro- 
tect them from the flames which were then 
rapidly eating their way toward the stern. 
He tried to close the forward door to shut 
off the flames from wheré the little ones 
were. The door would not budge, and

Little Girl’s Last Message. 


One man who visited the church about 
midday told a story that brought tears 
even to the eyes of the wrinkled police of- 
ficer on guard there. The visitor was N. 
W. Dillon of 79 Mangin Street, and he was 
inquiring for his little niece, Mary , Dia- 
mond, the eight-year-old daughter of Mrs. 
Katherine Diamond. Mr, Dillon when he 
reached the church was clenching in one 
hand a crumpled bit of paper which the 
little girl had given to him just before she 
boarded the General Slocum. On the paper 
was a verse she had-written for him. It 
was as foliows: 


She meets me on the corner 
At the closing of the day, 
And tells me that she loves me, 
My golden-headed May. 
* That's for you to think about me with,” 


she had said to him. 

‘She was all I had,” he moaned. “ Every 
day she ran to meet me when I came home, 
I'd rather die than live without her.” 

Later in the day Mrs. Diamond, having 
returned from the Morgue and regained her 
composure, was seen at her home. With 
tearless eyes, but trembling and with 
broken voice, she told how she had 
searched all day and all night for her two 
ehildren—in vain. 

“All of us are gone,” she said. ‘ Look 
across the street! There is a grocery stdre 
closed ‘on account of death.’ Do you see 
the sign? Look down the block?! At the 
corner of Rivington Street there have died 
from one house six people. Mr. and Mrs. 
George Gerdes, their daughter; Mrs. Mar- 
garet Fackman and her two little girls— 
all dead. Next door, at 341 Rivington 
Street, Mrs. Meta Hardkopf and her son, 
Henry, are gone, and from the same house 
are missing Mrs. Kester and her two ba- 
bies. 

“Up at Mangin and Houston Streets, Mr. 
Freese, the saloon keeper, has lost several 
members of his family. Not a block from 
him the four children of Mrs. Halpmann 
are gone. We all knew each other. And 
now—all dead! ’’ 

Mrs. Diamond covered her face with her 
handkerchief. 


A Veritable House of Death. 


There is a veritable house of death at 225 
Fifth Street. Nine of its former occupants 
are dead or missing. The bodies of but 
two have been recovered, and they are 
charred and terrible to view. 

From this house there went to the steam- 
boat General Slocum the two little Seig- 
wert girls, Carrie and Phoebe, aged six and 
eight years; Sadie Henry, aged twelve; 
Maggie Givens, aged twelve; Mrs. Gustav 
Steckelmann and her four . daughters, 
Louisa, Augusta, Hilda, and Annie, their 
ages ranging from ten to twenty-two years. 
Steckelmann, the father, has identified the 
bodies of his wife and Sadie Henry. Of the 
others he can learn nothing. The only one 
to return safely to the house was Steckel- 
mann’s seven-year-old son, Hermann. 

Henry Heinz, thirteen years old, of 97 
Avenue A, was reported to have been 
stricken dumb, although he was apparent- 
ly unhurt when they brought him home. He 
had not recovered his speech last night, 
and could tell nothing of his rescue. 

The house at 45 Seventh Street is one of 
many in ‘“ Little Germany’’ where there 
is mourning for more than one dead or 
missing. Oscar Piening, who lives there, 
went to the Morgue yesterday to ascertain 
whether the bodies of his mother, his sister, 
and the latter’s three Jittle children, who 
were missing, had been brought there. He 
found the body of his mother, Mrs. Dora 
Piening, fifty-nine years old, who lived at 
the above address. The sister, Mrs. Helen 
Gruening, twenty-nine, and the children— 
Henry, aged five; Carl aged three, and 
Helen, a baby nine months old—have not 
been accounted for. 

A peculiar feature of this case is that 
Piening’s father died ten years ago in a 
manner similar to that through which the 
mother came to her death. On June 24, 
1894, the father, Henry Piening, was one 
of a fishing party that had chartered the 
tug James D. Nicoll for a fishing trip. 
When the craft was off Sandy Hook she 
was caught in a squall and capsized. Forty- 
two members of the party met their death 
in the sea, Piening’s father among them. 
Cscar Piening was on board, but was saved. 
He said yesterday that if it hed not been 
for this experience he undoubtedly would 
have been on board the General Slocum. 


’ Mother Galweski Lost. 


Among those lost on the Slocum none is 
more deeply mourned among the children 
than Mrs. Anna Galweski of 54 Seventh 
Street. She was sixty-four years old, and 
her hair was white as snow, but through- 
out the years she had managed to keep her 
heart young, and she ,loved the children, 
among whom she was known as Mother 
Galweski. 

When the weather was fine she would 
taken a score or so of youngsters with her 
to Tompkins Park, where she would watch 
them at their play and tell them beautiful 
stories. Mother Galweski was missing 
from her usual seat in the park yesterday, 
but the little ones she had befriended hung 
heir tribute tn the form of a streamer of 
crape and a little bunch of white flowers on 
the bench where she used to sit. 

St. Mark’s Hospital has offered to send 
nurses to the homes of the members of the 
church on application. 

On next Tuesday the congregation and 
Sunday school of St. John’s Lutheran 
Church, Milton Street, Brooklyn, was to 
have gone to Locust Point, the destination 
of the ill-fated excursion of yesterday. The 
pastor of the Brooklyn church, the Rev. 
F. W. Oswald, said last night that the 
pfonic would be. abangoned. 


Robbed a Mourner. 


Two boys were arraigned in the Child- 
ren’s Court yesterday afternoon by Patrol- 
man John J. Gallagher, a detective at- 
tached to the First Avenue Station de- 
taflea for duty among the crowd in front 
of St. Mark’s Church. The boys are Joseph 
Hornstein, thirteen years old, of 218 Sev- 
enth Street, and Jacob Kolask, thirteen, 
of 230 Rivington Street. The arrest was 
made shortly after 10 o’clock yesterday. 

It dtan’t take Justice McKean long to 
decide the case against Kolask. The police- 
man testified that he saw the boy with his 
hand in the skirt pocket of a woman who 
refused to come to court, as she had several 
smal children on the ill-fated Gen. Slocum 
and she was afraid that if she left the 
church she might lose word of what had 
happened to her babies. 

The justice sent the boy to the House of 
Refuge, saying he was sorry that he could 
not send him to State Prison. 

Hornstein was remanded until Saturday 
for sentence.

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McADOO ORDERS INQUIRY. 


Police Will Investigate General Safe- 
guards for Excursion Boat Patrons. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo visited the 
scene of the wreck yesterday and directed 
the work of the police on North Brother 
Island personally. When the Commission- 
er returned to Police Headquarters he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the excursion boats 
in and about New York Harbor needed to 
be thoroughly inspected. 

This work, he said, could not be done by 
the police, as the testing of fire apparatus 
and life-saving contrivances on board ex- 
cursion steamers was not within the juris- 
diction of the city authorities. The Fed- 
eral Government had full control over these 
boats, and the United States steamboat In- 
spectors certainly would not permit the Po- 
lice Department to interfere in the matter. 

The Commissioner called attention to the 
fact that Police Commissioner Greene had 
once ordered the police to inspect the ex- 
cursion steamboats, but was notified that 
the police would not be permitted to test 
the fire apparatus of such boats, 

The Commisisoner said that in his opin- 


fon firemen should be sent along with big 
excursions. 

“If it is considered wise to send fire- 
men to the theatres,” said the Commis- 
sioner, “it seems to me that it would be 
just as wise to send them on crowded ex- 
cursion steamers. He added that he also 
thought the galleys or cook’s quarters 
aboard excursion steamboats should be 
made fireproof, 

** Bspecially,’ added the Commissioner, 
**in these most flimsy shells. It is a won- 
der to me,” he concluded, “‘ that other ac- 
cidents have not occurred before this.” 

To all water-front precincts Commissioner 
McAdoo issued a general order for the ex- 
amination of piers. Reports will be made 
before 10 o’clock Saturday morning, and 
will cover: 

First—The general condition attending the 
landing and embarking of passengers at the 
phere where the pleasure boats make land- 
n 


Second—What safeguards, if any, are used 
in the handling of the crowds which patron- 
ize such boats? What system, if any, is 
practiced? Are the boats in your judg- 
ment at any time overloaded? 

Fourth—State the general conditions and 
give such views @s-you may see fit, look- 
ing to the safety ‘of the passengers and the 
duty of the companies or others who handle 


them. 
Many Bodies for City to Bury. 
Commissioner McAdoo said that when as 
many of the bodies as it was possible to 
identify had been identified there would 
be a large number of charred corpses left 
for the city to bury. The little church on 
Sixth Street, St. Mark’s, he thought would 
be too small to accommodate the crowds 
' 


that would be anxious to attend the funeral 
services, and that it would be a good thing 
if churches and congregations or owners of 


halls would volunteer their edifices for 


The Com- 


the holding of such services. 
missioner added: 

‘The saddest and most pitiful thought in 
regard to this disaster is that it fell upon 
the very best citizenship in the community 
—the industrious, frugal, peaceful, weéll- 
behaved’ people of German origin. There 
are no better people in New York, and it 
was pathetic yesterday to look at the new 
shoes, the neat, tidy, and attractive dresses, 
the articles of jewelry, and the savings 
bank books. 

“Of sourse, the, police, as usual on oc- 
casion of this kind, did splendidly, The 
men needed no direction; they worked spon- 
taneously, enthusiastically, and zealously, 
and the instances of heroism and devotion 
to duty were so common as not to be in- 


dividually noticeable. 

‘“‘T want to thank the Merritt & Chapman 
Wrecking Company for a very prompt re- 
sponse to my call for divers and diving ap- 
paratus, the Naval Reserves. for their 
prompt help, the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company for responding to the request 
for cluster lights so as to light the hospital 
grounds on the island, and Pach Brothers, 
the photographers, for sending men to take 

hotographs of the dead for purposes of 


dentification. 
“ Above all, the police are unanimous tn 


praising the actions of the watermen in 
and around the island. These men volun- 
teered, worked unceasingly from the time 
of the accident all through last night, and 
are working there to-day. I have ordered 
Inspector Albertson to get their_ names 
and the time they worked, and I know 
the Mayor will join me in seeing that they 
are compensated. ; 

“The divers have“not yet succeeded in 
fully exploring the wreck. I have suggested 
that, if considered necessary, they use 
dynamite.cartridges in the woodwork so as 
to get at the hold. Those in charge at the 
island expect that bodies will turn up 
for the next two or three days. They are 
coming in there at the rate of one in every 


five minutes.”’ 

Robert Nachman of 1,355 Broadway, 
Brooklyn, was among the visitors to Head- 
quarters yesterday. He said he had come 
to see whether any news had been heard 
of his brother-in-law, Isaac Abraham, who 
was one cf the musicians aboard the ill- 
fated steamboat. One of his friends who 
was avoard the boat had told him that 
Abraham remained playing his music even 
when the flames had broken through the 


decks. 
EMPTY BENCHES IN SCHOOLS. 


No. 25 Alone Sent 100 Pupils on Fa- 
tal Excursion. 


No more startling evidence of the slaught- 
er of the innocents which accompanied the 
General Slocum @isaster could be found 
than in the rows of empty benches in the 
schools, which the children who went 
down on the calamitous excursion at- 
tended, and which are located in the neigh- 
borhood of Pastor Haas’s church. 

Of these the most seriously affected is 
Public School 25, on Fifth Street near First 
Avenue, over which a pall of mourning 
hung yesterday. The majority of the 2,000 
pupils afe related to the dead or missing | 
parishioners, and many of the scholars were | 
lost on the vessel. In the class rooms yes- 
terday there were whole rows of empty 
desks and little of the work of the 
curriculum was carried out. 

Principal Roberts said that more than 
100 had obtained permission to attend the 
excursion on Wednesday, Just how many 
of these are lost it is impossible yet to 
state, but the principal is engaged in mak- 
ing a house-to-house canvass of the homes 
of the absentees in order to learn their 
fate. There were 250 absentees yesterday. 

The children who attended came into the 
classrooms, their eyes red from weeping, 
and little knots of scholars stood about dis- 


cussing the probable fate of their compan- 
ions. The little girls were most affected 
when they heard that one of their friends 
had met death, and the boys, trying to be 
brave, often burst into uncontrollable, fits 
of weeping. 

No. 25 is, however, not the only school 
that has felt the hand of swift death. 
Superintendent Maxwell yesterday had re- 
ceived reports from six of the thirteen 
schools in the vicinity of the stricken 
church, showing the list of missing. 

Superintendent Maxwell and President 
Rogers of the Board of Education sent out 
the following circular to the Principals of 


Schools: 

‘“* By an appalling calamity some hundreds 
a — school children and their friends 
and relatives were overtaken by sudden 
death yesterday in the East River,. and 
many others were grievousy wounded. The 
households stricken by this disaster will 
have the heartfelt sympathy of all public 
school children and teachers. As an ex- 
pression of our sympathy, flags will be 
isplayed at half mast on all public school - 
buildings throughout the city from 8 o'clock 
A. M, to 8:30 o’elock P. M. Friday, June 17. 

“Principals and teachers will take the 
opportunity to admonish their pupils to re- 
main cool and collected in the presence of 
sudden danger, which is always imminent 
in a great city; not to risk their Hives un- 
neccessarily; to learn to swim; and always 
t> be ready to lend a helping hand to those 
weaker than themselves. 

“The records of this disaster furnish 
abundant illustration of heroism, the effect 
of which should not be lost upon our 
children.” 


FINE WORK OF HOSPITALS. 


Cared For 260 Wreck Sufferers—Ten 
of Them Will Die. 


About 260 persons were taken to various 
hospitals after the disaster on the General 
Slocum. Of this number only 55 remained 
at these institutions too ill to be taken 
away last evening. Those remaining away 
from home still because of injuries were 
distributed as follows: Lebanon Hospital, 
29; Lincoln Hospital, 20; the Harlem Hos- 
pital, 2; German Hospital, 2;:Mlower Hos- 
pital, 2. ? 

There remains only one of those who 
were taken to these various hospitals un- 
identified. She is a little blue-eyed baby 
girl of one year, and is still at Lebanon 
Hospital awaiting a claimant. - 


The number of those among the injured 
who are so ill that they may swell the 
list of the dead is about fourteen. Ten of 
them will almost surely die. Most of 
those whose condition is critical are suffer- 
img from fractured skulls, received when 
one of the decks of the steamboat gave 
way. 

The rapidity with which the various hos- 
pitals responded to the calls for assistance 
is no unimportant reason for the saving of 
so many lives. From both the Lebanon 
Hospital and the Lincoln, the two nearest 


to the scene of the accident, the young 
doctors and the ‘nurses, who take a pride 
in getting to the scene of an accident first, 
did some remarkable work in the line of 
celerity, wagons and other conveyances 


being held up on the streets, their drivers 
compelled to do the bidding of the young 
and determined doctors, who brooked no 
denial and listened to no _ explanation. 
There was, however, not a single hospital 
in the upper portion of the city which did 
not send promptly all the physicians and 
nurses which could be found about thein- 
stitution, 


TIDE TOOK HER BODY HOME. 


Little Girl’s Corpse Drifted & Miles 
Mether and Sisters Lost. 


The body picked up in the river furthest 
from the scene of the disaster was that of 
six-year-old Marguerita Heins, of 300 Front- 
Street, found floating yesterday afternoon 
in the river off the foot of Clinton Street. 
The body had drifted eight miles, and was 
picked up by the crew of a New York and 
New Haven Railroad tug within a stone’s 
throw of the child's home. . 

The child’s father, Henry Heins, had been 
haunting the Morgue for twenty-four hours 
in an effort to get some trace of the girl. 
On Wednesday night, while he was at the 
Morgue he had found the body of his wife, 
Annie, together with that of his twelve- 
year-old daughter, Henrietta, and while he 
inquired for news of his missing daughter, 
Elsie, aged nine, he begged those at the 
Morgue to make a special effort to find his 
favorite child, Marguerita. . 

He remained at the Morgue until his 
friends took him away yesterday after- 
noon, and a few minutes later the body of 
Marguerita arrived in a patrol wagon. The 
tug that had found the body had put in to 
the dock at the foot of Clinton Street and 
Mar Ge corpse there on the pier. It was 
soom surrounded by a crowd of children 
from the neighborhood of the Heins home, 
man) gif hom immediately identified their 
playmaie’s body, 

‘It’s Margie Heins,” remarked a woman 
in the crowd, “‘ and her home ts just up one 


block and around he corner.”’ 

To avoid confusion in the records of the 
corpses recovered, instead of taking the 
child’s body home, the police took the 
corpse to the Morgue, but up to a late hour 
last night the child’s father had not 
told of the finding of her body;

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INSPECTORS DEFEND 
BOAT’S APPLIANCES 


Deny That the Slocum’s Safe- 
guards Were Useless. 


RESULT OF COMPANY’S INQUIRY 


President Barnaby Hears Six Different 
Storiss from His Men As to 
Origin of th: Fire. 


Notwithstanding the declaration of the 
first mate of the General Slocum that his ef- 
fort td fight the fire was made useless be- 
cause the hose burst in many places, and 
of investigators that the 
canvas covers of life belts had rotted, the 
local officials of the Uniteg States Steam- 
boat Inspection Service yesterday declared 
that the life-saving appliances were in good 
order. 

Robert S. Rodie, the Supervising Inspec- 
tor of the Second District, in which is situ- 
ated this port, said that the inspection of 
the Slocum, made on May 5 last, was com- 
plete in every way, and that the boat in 
every respect fulfilled the requirements of 
the law as to machinery, hull, and the va- 


rious apparatus used in the saving of life 
and putting out fires. 

The inspection of the Slocum, Mr. Redie 
said, was conducted by Henry Lundberg, 
the Assistant Inspector of Hulls, and John 
W. Fleming, the Assistant Inspector of 
Boilers. Ali other excursion boats in the 
harbor of New York, at present in com- 
mission, he declared, had been carefully 
and intelligently inspected by the Inspec- 
tors under him, and were, as far as life- 
faving appliances, fire-fighting apparatus, 
and machinery were concerned, in good 
shape, despite reports to the contrary. 

“In the inspection of vessels,” said Mr. 
Rodie, ‘the life-saving appliances are al- 
Ways carefully examined, and if found to be 
in good condition are passed and so 
marked. On the other hand, if they are 
antiquated and unserviceable, they are con- 
demned and thrown out, and new ones have 
to be obtained. 

“ As for the inspection of the Slocum on 
May 5, when the Slocum was examined by 
Inspectors Lundberg and Fleming, they 
found the hull, the equipment, the boilers, 
and the machinery in good shape, and rec- 
ommended that a certificate be issued. The 
life preservers and the fire apparatus were 
inspected and found to be in good order. 

“Will the excursion fleet in New York 
be re-examined as an outcome of the Slo- 
cum disaster in order to be certain whether 
their life and fire apparatus is in good 
working order and up to date?” Mr. Rodie 
Was asked. 

“They will not,” answered Mr. Rodie, 
“when we inspected them we found that 
the requirements of the law had been com- 
plied with and granted certificates. There 
is no necessity for an additional examina- 
tion, and none will be made. They will be 
all inspected at the end of the year when 
their certificates expire, and if everything 
is found satisfactory another certificate 
will be granted.” 

“Mr. Rodie, you of course are aware 
that many of those rescued from the Slo- 
cum positively state that the life preservy- 
ers on that craft were rotten and absolute- 
ly unserviceable. What do you think of 
that?”’ 

“‘All I have got to say about those state- 
ments,” he replied, “is that on May 5 the 
preservers were in good condition.” 

“ What is the average time during which 
a life preserver remains in good condition?’ 
was asked. 

““I do not care to go into that," he re- 
plied.

Lifeboat Regulations. 


When asked what the Government re- 
quired in regard to life preservers, Mr. 
Rodie referred to the regulations governing 
the service. This regulation reads: 

Every life-preserve: adjustable to the body of 


2 person shall be made of good sound cork 
blecks or other suitable material, with belts and 
shoulder straps properly attached, and shall be 
constructed so as to place the cork underneath 
the shoulders and around the body of the person 
Wearing it, the shoulder straps to be sewed on at 
least 8 irches apart on the back of the pre- 
f®erver, and sewed together at the angle where 
they cross the body, and must have also a strap 
across the breast from one shoulder strap to the 
other, sewed fast at one end and with a button- 
hole in the other, with a button on shoulder strap 
t9 which the crosgniece can be buttoned, and 
that all belt life-preservers shall be not less than 
54 inches in length, ,measurement from end to 
end around the hody. And it shall be the duty 
of the inspectors to see by actual examination 
that every such life-preserver contains at least 
6 pounds of good cork, which shal] have a buoy- 
ancy of at least 4 pounds to each pound of cork. 

Inspectors are further required to direct suca 
life-preservers to be distributed throughout the 
cabins, staterooms, berths, and other places 
convenient for passengers on such steamer; and 
there shall be a printed notice posted in every 
cabin and stateroom, and in conspicuous places 
about the decks, informing passengers of the lo- 
cation of life-preservers and other life-saving 
appliances, and of the mode of applying or ad- 
justing the same. Cork cushions, when con- 
ftructed of good sound cork blocks or other 
suitable material. with belts and shoulder straps 
properly attached, said cushions to contain not 
less than 6 pounds of cork, when passed by 
local inspectors, may be used in lieu of life-pre- 
fervers on small pleasure steamers, 

In the investigation that will be made 
next week into the causes of the catastro- 
phe Mr. Rodie said that the question of 
life-savirg apparatus would come up, as 
would also several other requirements of 
the law. Some of the sections in the regu- 
lations that he said he would refer to par- 
ticularly in the investigation is the one re- 
ferring to life rafts and floats, the require- 
ments fixed by law for them being that 
they must have a buoyancy of 156 pounds, 
On sounds, for each person allowed. In 


regard to rubber and canvas rafts, they 
must be kept inflated at all times. Granu- 
lated cork rafts are no longer permissible 
under the law. 


DID NOT TEST BUOYANCY. 


When Assistant Inspector of Hulls Lund- 
berg was seen he said he did not care to 
discuss his inspection of the Slocum. He 
declared, however, that the life-preservers 
on the Slocum on May 5 were up to date, 
of good quality, and conformed to the law. 

“Did you test the buoyancy of them?” 
he was asked. 

“No, why should I? That is done by the 
manufacturers,’ he answered. 

“ How about the fire apparatus?”’ 

“That, too, was all right, or it would not 
have been passed.”’ 

This was all that Mr. Lundberg would 
fay regarding the Slocum, giving as a rea- 
son for not talking further that he did not 
remember the details of the inspection. He 
said that Gen. Dumont, the Supervising In- 
#pector, had his report, and could make 
public anything in it he saw fit. When 
Gen. Dumont was seen he said he had noth- 
ing to make public about the report on the 
Slocum or any other boat in New York 
Harbor. 

‘Mr. Rodie on Wednesday afternoon pre- 
pared a report of the burning of the Slo- 
cum which he forwarded to Supervising In- 
gpector General George Uhler at Washing- 
ton. The report in part read: 

**Immediately upon receipt of the report 
that the Slocum was on fire and many lives 
were imperiled, I called at the office of 
the Merritt & Chapman Company to 
‘obtain further information; this was. at 
32> A.,M., and they informed me. that 

rs 


er, the William E. Chapman, 


to leave for the scene of the 
Chapman lay to off the wreck 
and I joined a rty of five of her crew, 
together «with Mr. Chapman, and went 
close to the wreck in one of the Cha n’s 
lifeboats, The wreck is lying off Hunt’s 
Point, from the beach at a distance cf abcut 
700 feet, and about 1,200 feet west 4 north 
from Hunt's Point buoy. She is lying on 
her port side at an angle of about 45 de- 

ees. Her position is north and south, 
neading north. We took soundings, and 
this is the depth of water we found (the 
tide was then, at 1:40 P. M., about one 
foot below high water mark): Her stern 
is in 10 fathoms of water; stem 3 fathoms; 
midships, port side, 9% fathoms; starboard 
side abaft wheel 8 fathoms, and at a dis- 
tance of about 40 feet from the stem on 
the starboard side, 5% fathoms. 

“‘ While viewing the wreck I noticed some 
clothes near the forward side of the paddle 
box, and called Capt. Turner’s attention to 
it. It proved to be the body of a woman, 
and on close inspection it was found that 
three other bodies were inside the paddle 
box, all of which proved to be of women. 
At the time we first went alongside the 
wreck, there was no one in that immediate 
vicinity, except a small boat with a man in 
it some distance off. A short time after 
we noticed that a grmee boat was ¢pproach- 
ing the wreck, and we turned over to them 
the work of taking the bodies out, which 
they did. We provided them with axes and 
they cut away part of the open wood work 
in order to remove the bodies. The officers 
in charge were from the College Point 
Precinct No. 76. 


To Carry 2,500 Persons. 


“The steamer General Slocum was cer- 
tificated in the office of the Local Inspec- 
tors at New York on May 7, 1904, and al- 
lowed to carry 2,500 passengers. She is a 
wooden vessel of 1,284 gross and 1,013 net 


tons, built in Brooklyn in 1891. Her crew 
consists of W. H. Van Schaick, master; 1 
mate, 2 pilots, 2 engineers, 4 firemen, 1 
watchman, 7 deck crew, and 2 oilers; to- 
tal 23, and in addition, in the steward’s de- 
partment, are three persons. The records 
of the office show that her equipment 
consists of 2,550 life preservers in sight 
within easy reach, 6 lifeboats, size 22 feet 
3 inches long by 6 feet 1 inch wide by 2 
feet 3 inches deep, all metal boats, and 
two Barstow life rafts and two cylinder 
parte. All the boats are swung under 

“She was supplied with two hand fire 
pumps, capacity 4 by 8, double acting, and 
a double-acting steam fire pump, 8 inches 
diameter of plunger and 12 inches stroke, 
capacity 603 cubic inches, located in the 
crank room on the main deck, with 400 
feet of 2%-inch hose and 200 feet of 1%- 
inch hose, all in good condition, with water 
pipes and hose connections to the upper 
deck. In addition, she is supplied with 90 
fire buckets, 3 water barrels, 4 water tanks, 
and 10 fire axes. The report in the back of 
the Hull Inspector’s book shows that the 
vessel had a general overhauling since the 
last inspection, (previous to 1904,) and is ‘in 
gros condition and seaworthy for her route. 

fer route permitted her to navigate the 
waters of the Bay and Harbor of New 
York and rivers tributary thereto, Long 
Island Sound, and coastwise between Rock- 
away Inlet and Long Beach. Under pilot 
house equipment the records show that 
the vessel is supplied with iron rods and 
wire rope on the wheel.” 

The Knickerbocker Steamboat Company, 
owning the Generat Slocum, is making 
an investigation to determine, if possible, 
how it was that the fire started, and who, 
if anybody, was responsible for the disaster 
that resulted. Speaking of this investiga- 
tion F. A. Barnaby, the President of the 
company, said: 

“We have six men, each of whom tells 
a different story of the origin of the fire, 
which is placed all over the boat, from 
the engine room to the pilot house. My 
own personal opinion is that it started— 
how 1 do not know—in the storeroom for- 
fard. Paints and other materials neces- 
sary on shipboard are kept there, and it 
may have started among them.” 

“What was the condition of the fire- 
fighting apparatus on the Slocum?” Mr. 
Barnaby was asked. 


Declares Hose Was New. 


“It was the very best that money could 
buy. The boat had been thoroughly over- 
hauled early this year at a cost of over 
$30,000, for refitting the machinery, hose, 
extinguishers, pumps, and other apparatus, 


including life preservers. We did all that 
the law required us to do. The hose was 
all new.’ 

‘*Do you know that the life preservers 


were all up-to-date?” 

“I am positive of it, for had they not 
been the best the Inspectors would not 
have issued a certificate. The inspection 
is very rigid, and we are not allowed any 
leeway in what they consider should 
done. I do not believe that the steering 
apparatus was of rope, and the fact that 
the Slocum was rated as an Al risk is 
the best evidence that everything possible 
had been done to insure the safety of the 
vessel, The boat was insured for $70,000, 
distributed among seventeen companies.” 

Mr. Barnaby said that the statement 
that the lifeboats and rafts were tied down 
with ropes and wires was false. The rafts, 
he said, were laid on the deck in such a 
manner that any one could throw them 
overboard. No wires, he said, were used 
at all. 

“Tf it was so easy to launch the rafts 
why was it not done?” 

“T venture to say that many people were 
killed simply in the effort to get to them. 
A seth man | failed in doing what a single 
man could have done,’’ 

“What about the life preservers?”’ 

“We had five hundred more on board 
than the law required us to carry.” 

**How about the statements of many of 
the survivors that the preservers were old 
and rotten and in many cases fell apart 
when persons tried to put them on?” 

“Jt is impossible to my mind that such 
could have been the case. None of the 

reservers had been on the boat since it was 

uilt, as has been alleged. Every year the 
Inspectors have made us throw hundreds 
away. This year we put in a great many 
new ones, something like 1,000 or 1,500, if 
my memory is correct. When two persons 
get hold of a single preserver in their 
frenzy to secure possession of it they tear 
it apart. Under such circumstances a new 
life vreserver would ke torn as easily as 
I have no doubt that this is the 
foundation for the steries about the pre- 
servers being rotten. I hear that some 
people have some half-burned preservers 
that they claim are rotten. An investiga- 
tion will show that they were new before 
they were burned. As to when the pre- 
servers were bought, I do not know, but 
nang of them was as much as five years 
old.” 

‘How about the statement that the pre- 
servers were held up with wires that made 
it impossible for the passengers to get them 
down?” 

‘*The life-preservers are secured to the 
ceiling by thin wires. They simply rest on 
the wires, and if they are moved a small part 
of an inch they will fall down, as is often 
the case when the boat is jarred. Then 
again the wires are held in place by little 
two-pointed tacks. and a little child could 
rip down an entire length of wire with 
little exertion, which would drop every pre- 
server resting on it.” 


Condition of the Pumps. 


Speaking of the overhauling of the Slo- 
cum and of the condition of the pumps, he 
said: 

‘*The pumps were in perfect working or- 
der, too. On this boat the pumps were al- 
ways working. They did not have to be 
started, but were constantly in operation. 


When the engineer was notified of the 
fire all he had to do was to turn a wheel 
on the wall, and that immediately supplied 
the standpipes throughout the boat. This 
the engineer did before he left.”’ 

Referring to Capt. Van Schaick, Mr. Bar- 
naby said that prior to the disaster his 
physical condition was of the best. The 
stories that his eyesight had been failing 
he said were untrue. The company, ne 
added, would do everything in its power 
to assist the authorities in their investiga- 
tion of the causes of the fire. Black, Ol- 
cott, Gruber & Bonynge, he said, had been 
retained by the company to look after its 
interests. 

Other companies in the excursion boat 
business yesterday declared that al] of 
of their boats were supplied with the best 
apparatus for fighting fire and saving life, 
and that on board each vessel the crew was 
thoroughly drilled in fighting fires. 

However, while all of them agreed that 
their apparatus was the best that money 
could buy, none could be found, who would 
say what the average duration of a life 
preserver’s usefulness was. Others not in 
the excursion boat business, however, 
would discuss that question. 

Capt. Moran of the Moran Towing Com- 
pany said that it all depended on the care 
that was taken of the preservers. He said 
that he was confident that the apparatus 
on the Slocum was all right, because the 
Govermental inspection was so thorough 
that it was simply impossible for an in- 
ferior article or one out of date to escape 
the notice of the Inspector. 

Capt. Moran also said that he was certain 
that Capt. Van Schaick had done his very 
best to save the Slocum. He said that had 
he driven his vessel into the Sunken 
Meadows, the rocky condition of the water- 
bed and the strength of the tide would 
have placed his passengers in just as much 
—_ as the run to North Brother Island

Revenue Cutter Officers Cen- 
sure Captain’s Course. 


DROVE FLAMES OVER CRAFT 


Question as to Why He Did Not 
Steer to Manhattan Shore—Master 
of the Slocum Finds Defenders. 


Shipping men yesterday expressed diverse 
opinions concerning the action of Capt. 
Van Schaick of the General Slocum in 
beaching his vessel on North Brother 
Island. In every steamboat office the chart 
of the waters about Hell Gate was care- 
fully gone over in considering whether or 
not the Captain of the vessel did all that 


he could have done to save the lives of his 
passengers. 

It was pointed out that along the Man- 
hattan shore, from the point at which the 
fire was discovered to where the steam- 
boat’ was beached, is a line of gas works 
and lumber piles, and that had the vessel 
put in there she would have started a blaze 
ashore. Some expressed the belief that 
Capt, Van Schaick refrained from going in 
there because he did not want to cause 
any extra damage for which his company 
would be held liable. Others said that he 
had probably kept on his course thinking 
that he could extinguish the flames, and 
that he did not attempt to beach his vessel 
until he saw that all hope of saving her 
Was gone. 

Lieut. Katzschmar, attached to the local 
Revenue Cutter Service, after looking over 
the chart and considering the tide and the 
wind, said: ‘‘ Capt. Van Schaick is guilty 
of having violated one of the great un- 
written laws of the sea, that says to put 
the tail of your vessel to the wind when 
fire is discovered forward. His course, 
when the fire started, was almost east. 
The wind was coming from across his port 
bow and fanned the flames so that in a 
very short time they enveloped the entire 
vessel, running, as they did, straight aft. 

“‘Had he attempted to beach the Slocum 
he could have done so at almost any point 
on the shore past which he ran. There 
were several sand barges not half the dis- 
tance from him that North Brother Island 
was when the fire was discovered, against 
which he might have run and saved at least 
half of the lives that were lost. Then 
there was Sunken Meadows, past which he 
ran. Had he run his vessel broadside to 
them the people could all have jumped 


ashore. 

On the Sound steamboat Richard Peck, 
that every other day plies the waters in 
which the Slocum met her fate, the Cap- 
tain and his two pilots discussed Capt. Van 
Schaick’s. action, and when a_ reporter 
called on them they all said that although 
they did not wish to be quoted as either 
censuring or praising the handling of the 
Slocum, they did say that they believed 
the Captain had done all that any man 
could do under the circumstances. 


Had Several Chances. 


Capt. James Bradley of the revenue cut- 
ter Hudson, which went to the aid of the 
Slocum’s passengers as soon as the Custom 
House heard of the calamity, said that 
Capt. Van Schaick had several opportuni- 
ties of beaching his vessel The tide, which 
was high at Heil Gate at 10:54 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, was not running very 
strong when the Slocum passed through, 
and she could have turned in any direction. 
Besides, she was almost out of Hell Gate 
when the fire was reported. 

“The first lesson of a steamboat man is 
to save his ship after the lives of his pas- 
sengers are safeguarded,”’ said Capt. Brad- 


ley. ‘‘ Van Schaick must have known that 
his boat could not be saved if she once took 
fire, and on the first signal he should have 
rammed her right up on the Sunken Mead- 
ows. He may have hesitated about beach- 
Ing her after passing there, because of the 
rocky shore above. Had he run on a pin- 
nacle it would have caused as great a dis- 
aster as did happen. 

The tugboat Captains about the harbor 
were pretty eye of the opinion that 
Capt. Van Schaick lost his head for a time 
and did not attempt to do anything until 
the only courses left to him were to run 
on Hunt’s Point or on North Brother {[sl- 
and. In adopting the latter course, most of 
them said, he turned directly into the wind 
which caused the flames to spread all 
through the vessel. 

Capt. Peter Moran, the head of the Moran 
Towing Company, took the side of Capt. 
Van Schaick and gave him credit for what 
he did. Capt. Moran expressed his belief 
that it was impossible to have done other- 
wise, because of the depth of water and the 
nature of the tides about Hell Gate. ‘“‘ The 
Slocum could not have run up to the Sunken 
Meadows,” he said, ‘‘ because to have done 
so she would have had to turn about, and 
while trying to accomplish that she would 
have been carried by the tide as far as 
North Brother Island. 

“On the New York shore are rocks sud- 
denly falling off to a depth of 70 to 80 feet, 
down which, had she attempted to ground, 
she would have slid, when she sank, with 
a'l those aboard, 

“South Brother Island offered only a 
bad rocky shore, and Riker’s Island was 
too far away, so that the only alternative 
was to send her where she was beached, 
out of the tide and on a sandy bottom. To 
have sent her into a dock on the New 
York side would probably have fetched her 
up alongside of one of the naphtha boats 
that always lie there, and think what would 
have happened then! ”’ 


Praised by Eye Witness. 


Another man firm in his praise of Capt. 
Van Schaick was William Hoiley, . the 
master of the towboat Golden Rod. He 
followed the Slocum with a tow for a short 
distance before she caught fire. When he 
saw the smoke coming from her he cut 
loose and started after her. He said yester- 
day that the conditions were such at the 
time that it was impossible for the Slocum 
to have done otherwise than she did do. 

“Her only hope,’’ he said, was in racing 
for the point at which she was beached—to 
reach there before the fire spread all over 
her. With the tide running as it was, her 
chances of making the spot were good, but 
the wind was so strong that it carried the 
flames through the entire ship.’’ 

Of all the masters of harbor craft that 


were seen, the strongest in his conviction 
that Capt. Van Schaick had made a mis- 
take was Capt. Johnson of the steamboat 
Horatio Hali of the Maine Steamship Com- 
pany, running to Portland. He is one of 
the oldest men in the harbor, and has been 
running through Hell Gate since he was a 
small boy Vhen he read Capt. Van 
Schaick’s statement that the fire was first 
reported when the Slocum was off the 
Sunken Meadows, he said: 

“At that very minufé he should have 
turned in and sent his boat alongside: of 
them. I have been running there long 


-enough to know that such a.thing was 


possible. There never is so strong a tide 
there that a vessel like the Slocum could 
not have done that. My own ship is much 
larger and much harder to handle than 
the Slocum, and yet I should not have hesi- 
tated a moment in following just that 
course, 

‘* But even had he been‘ unable to run 
in there, he could have. made the New 
York shore and saved a half a mile. There 
may have been other ships and lumber 

jles there, but that is no excuse. When 

e had the lives of 1,500 people in his keep- 
ing he should have hit the first solid thing 
he,could. It was his duty to have thrown 
that vessel against anything to which 
those ng could have clung until they 
could rescued, 

“TIT have my employer's interest at heart, 
and I am going to save my vessel eve 
time that danger threatens if I can, but 
will not for an instant jeopardize a life in

S. P. C. C. URGES PROSECUTION. 


Ready to Spend All in Its Treasury to 
Fix Blame for Disaster. ‘ 


Assistant District Attorney Garvin yes- 
tetrday examined Edward Flanagan, the 
first mate of the General Slocum. Flan- 
agan declared that while he was playing 
water on the fire the hose broke in many 
places, making it useless. He then made 
his way to the upper deck and tried to re- 
store order among the women and children, 
who were jumping overboard. The maté 
remained at his post, he declared, until the 
boat grounded. Then his clothes were 
blazing so that he jumped into the water 
to extinguish the flameg. He spent two 
hours in the work of rescue until he col- 
lapsed, and was taken to the hospital. 

Mr. Garvin received word that Chief En- 
gineer George Conklin of the General Slo- 
cum was alive, and immediately took steps 
to find him. 


Mate Flanagan told a_ straightforward 
story of the disaster to Mr. Garvin. He 
was standing on the main deck, he said, 
talking to a deck hand when he was told 
of the fire. He hurried to Engineer Conklin 
with the news and then went to Capt. Van 
Schaick. He ordered full speed ahead, and 
made for North Brother Island, blowing his 
whistle for assistance. Flanagan ran ck 
to the scene of the fire and attempted to 
extinguish the flames, which in the mean- 
time had reached serious proportions. 


Hose was Rotten. 


Flanagan stretched the fire hose and 
played water on the flames. The hose 
burst In many places, more water coming 
from the cracks than from the nozzle, See- 
ing this, the mate rushed to the upper deck 


and tried to quiet the panic-stricken women 
and children, who were leaping overboard. 
He stayed on the upper deck until tr: 
boat went aground. When he leaped to 
save himself he found two women and a 
baby in the water and they cried to him for 
help. Notwithstanding his efforts he could 
pot keep the three afloat, and they were 
ost. 

After the women and the baby disap- 
peared, Flanagan said he next saw Michael 
Graham, the steward, who was trying to 
save the ship’s money. It was mostly in 
silver, amounting to more than $1,000, and 
was in a bag. Graham found the weight 
pulling him under, and let go of it. 

Howard Townsend, counsel for the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, yesterday said: 

“The society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Children will co-operate in every 
way to fix the guilt of the persons respon- 
sible for this awful tragedy. All the money 
in our treasury is at the service, if neces- 
sary, for the proper prosecution of the 
case. Our President, Mr. Lindsay, has 
written a letter to District Attorney Je- 
rome, asking him to — Mr, Lindsay 
to be associated with him in the proceed- 
ings before the Coroner. This society ex- 
ists for the protection it assures to chil- 
dren. This case seems to me to be one of 
the worse offenses against children that 
ever has come to the attention of the offi- 
cers of the society.”’ 


FEDERAL INQUIRY ORDERED. 


Secretary Cortelyou Had Hoped to 
Guard Against Such a Catastrophe. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—A rigid inves- 
tigation of the General Slocum disaster has 
been ordered by Secretary Cortelyou of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. It 
will be conducted by the Steamboat Inspec- 
tion Service under the direction of George 
Uhler, Supervising Inspector General. Gen. 
James A. Dumont and Thomas H. Barrett, 
constituting the local Board of Steamboat 
Inspectors in New York, will haye active 
charge of the inquiry. 

Realizing the importance of having exer- 
cised the greatest care in the management 
of steamboats, especially excursion boats, 
Secretary Cortelyou on May 23 of this year 
issued a circular letter to the Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels warning them to guard 
against just such a disaster as that which 
occurred at New York yesterday. Some 
excerpts from the letter follow: 

“The near approach of the Summer sea- 
son, when large numbers of passengers are 
carried in the steamers of regular lines and 
on excursion steamers, and the frequent 
complaints that many of these steamers 
carry passengers largely in excess of the 
number allowed by their certificates of in- 
spection, or by their excursion permits, de- 
mand that the Government oificers con- 
cerned shall take special precautions to pre- 
vent the overcrowding of steamers. 

‘Collectors and Surveyors of Customs are 
therefore requested to instruct their sub- 
ordinates to make careful examination of 
such steamers and to report all cases of 
violation of the law. Extra efforts in this 
direction should be made on Sundays, and 


particularly on the Fourth of July and 
other important National and State hol- 


idays. 

“Supervising Inspectors will instruct the 
local Inspectors to detail one-half their 
force each Sunday for duty in the vicinity 
of their home ports for the purpose of as- 
certaining, by actual count if necessary, 
whether more than the lawful number of 
passengers are taken on board, and on the 
Fourth of July the whole force will be so 
employed.” 


PRESIDENT LOUBET’S SYMPATHY. 


Sends Message of Condolence on the 
Steamboat Disaster to Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Cablegrams 
have bene exchanged between President 
Loubet of France and President Roosevelt 
regarding the General Slocum disaster. 
President Loubet’s dispatch was as fol- 
lows: 

**Profoundly moved by the awful catas- 
trophe of the General Slocum, I have it at 


heart to address to your Execllency my 
sincere condolences and to send to the 
families of the victims the expression of 
my sorrowful sympathy.”

“TI profoundly Sygreciate the friendship 
and sympathy which prompted your Ex- 
cellency’s telegram of condolence, and I 
beg you to accept in behalf of the afflicted 
families, and the one of the United 
States my sincere thanks.” 


YACHT HELPED SAVE LIVES. 


Candida’s Captain Sent a Boat to Help 
Burning Steamboat’s Passengers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In to-day’s issue of THE New Yorxk 
TIMES you state that a yacht flying the 
pennant of the New York Yacht Club was 
present at the General Slocum disaster and 
did not offer assistance, Assuming that 
this yacht is meant, I beg to refute this 
charge, on behalf of this vessel, by giving 
you the following facts: 

We arrived from the eastward at the 
scene of the wreck just as the Slocum was 
beached, about 10:10 A. M. Our lifeboat 
was lowered at once, and sent in charge of 
the mate to save lives. He proceeded at 
once to pick up those people who were 
hanging on under the starboard paddlebox. 

When the boat was loaded she transferred 
the people to the tugs and other large 


craft which surrounded the wreck. Our 
boat remained at this work for more than 
an hour, and when it became apparent that 
no more effective work could be done by 
this boat, about 11:30 A. M., as the wreck 
by this time was surrounded by craft of all 
descriptions, she returned to this vessel. 

The fact that the yacht was hove to while 
the lifeboat was doing the work of rescue 
evidently led your informant to think that 
this vessel rendered no assistance, The 
log of this vessel will prove this state- 
ment, and is open for your inspection at 
any time. 

By publishing this you will prevent a slur 
upon the New York Yacht Club.

Orders Flags at Half Mast on 
Municipal Buildings, 


AID AND SYMPATHY OFFERED 


Sir Thomas Lipton Gives $1,000 in 
Aid of Steamboat Victims—Mes- 
sages from Sister Cities. 


Mayor McClellan yesterday issued the 
following: 


PROCLAMATION. 

To the citizens of New York: The appalling 
disaster yesterday, by which more than 500 men, 
women, and children lost their lives by|fire and 
drowning, has shocked and horrified our city. 
Knowing the keen sympathy of the people of the 
City of New York with their stricken fellows, I 
have appointed a committee of citizens to receive 
contributions to a fund to provide for the fit 
and proper burial of the dead, and for such other 
relief as may be necessary. 

The following gentlemen have been asked to 
serve on the committee: Morris K, Jesup, Jacob 
H. Schiff, Herman Ridder, Charles A. Dickey, 
Robert A. Van Courtlandt, Erskine Hewitt, Jo- 
seph C, Hendrix, Thomas Mulry, George Ehret, 
John Fox, John Weinacht, and H. B. Scharman. 

Until the committee has had an opportunity to 
organize I shall be glad to receive contributions 
at the Mayor's office. 

As a sign-of mourning I have ordered the flags 
on the City Hall to be put at half mast. 

GEORGE B. McCLELLAN, Mayor. 

The flags of the City Hall and all build- 
ings where city departments are situated 
were placed at half-mast as soon as the 
Mayor’s order became known. 

The Mayor in the afternoon said: 

“I hope all the gentlemen named in 
the proclamation will accept by to-morrow 
morning. When I hear from them I will 
call a meeting for purposes of organization, 
after which the committee will undertake 
relief work and the collection of funds. 

“I cannot estimate the amount of money 
needed to be raised, but it will certainly be 
a large sum, because there are so many 
families who are perhaps not well able to 
meet the cost of the funerals. 

“A large number of orphans also will 
have to be cared for. In many cases the 
head of the family has been lost. Pro- 
vision ought to be made for these families. 

“For the immediate necessities I have 
given to the heads of all departments carte 
blanche in expenditures, stating that any 
bills they contract in carrying out their 
work will be met by the Board of Esti- 
mate. 

“I have directed Health Commissioner 
Darlington to bury in Lutheran Cemetery 
in Long Island City all bodies which can- 
not be identified. 

“I have nothing but praise for the work 
of the city employes, who have been busy 
practically twenty-four hours. I have di- 
rected departmental heads to employ la- 
borers to take the place of regular city 
employes who become exhausted. 


Mayor’s Message to Pastor. 


Mayor McClellan sent the following mes- 
sage to the Rey. George C. F. Haas, pastor 
of the stricken congregation: 


On behalf of the people of our city, and myself, 
I express to’ you and your stricken flock the 
sentiments of sorrow which pervade this com- 
munity at the awful calamity which has come 
upon you, 

In the hope that we may lessen in some degree 
the anguish which you and your people suffer, I 
have appealed to the generosity of our fellow- 
citizens to render financial aid to those who 
may need it to care for their sick and to de- 
cently bury their dead. 

We all hope that courage may be given you to 
bear up under your great affliction. 

The Mayor has under advisement the 
setting of a dey for a public memorial 
service for the victims of the disaster. 

President Fornes.of the Board of Alder- 
men notified City Clerk Scully to send out 
a call for a meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men to-morrow morning for the purpose of 
taking action on the disaster. It is ex- 
pected that if it becomes necessary the 
Aldermen will appropriate funds for the 
removal and burial of unidentified bodies. 

The Mayor was the recipient of many 
telegrams and cable dispatches of con- 
dolence, many extending offers of aid. One 
from Sir Thomas Lipton, in London, was 
as follows:

SUBURBAN VICTORY 


Irish Lad, Favorite, Beaten by 
The Picket for Second Place. 


RECORD TIME FOR HANDICAP 


‘Cheers from Thousands of Throats 
Greet the Winner at Opening of 
Sheepshead Bay Race Meeting. 


One horse made the Suburban race at the 
Sheepshead Bay racetrack yesterday. Her- 
* mis was the one and only competitor that 
Teally held the public 
people watched hoped 
for five others. With Hermis 
‘4m front from tho lifting of the barrier to 
the winning post for the $20,000 race, spec- 
tators saw but that single contestant, there 
never being a stage when Hermis was doing 
“Otherwise than “‘ winning” in the eves of 
general public. Expert horsemen 
thought at different periods of the race that 
Other horses had a chance to win, and 
confidently looked for Hermis to ‘‘ come 
ack,” but never for an instant did the 
Hermence colt weaken for even a stride, 
@nd he passed the judges’ stand an easy 
; winner by two lengths. 

The race was the culmination of the great 
Spring handicaps in that it brought to- 
gether the very best horses that have stood 
training to the present moment and that 
Tepresent the best in the thoroughbred 
vorld. There were notable absentees in 
Waterboy and McChesney, but both of 
these horses are on the doubtful list so far 
as racing qualities go, and the twenty-first 
Suburban which marked the opening of the 
fhneepshead Buy meeting yesterday was the 
mcre attractive race for the fact that it 
had in. it no horse that really could be con- 
sidered of doubtful quality. 

The public form of all the six runners was 
thoroughly established. Herrmis won be- 
ceuse he was the best horse under the con- 
ditions and the riding orders. The Picket, 
w-rrer of the Brooklyn Handicap, finished 
second, and was decidedly the next best 
horse under the conditions of the running as 
Trish Lad was the next best, finishing third. 
Proper, Major Daingerfield, and Africander 
finished in the order of their naming, but 
hever really had a chance or looked like 
contenders in the race. The Picket closed 
resolutely at the end, and got up in the 
last few strides and beat Irish Lad a neck 
for the place. The time, 2:05, was an em- 
Phatie illustration of the excellency of the 
contest, for it established a Suburban rec- 
ord, and closely approached the track rec- 
ord of 2:04 3-5 made by the Western cham- 
pion, McChesney, late in the Fall of last 
year. Ifermis was the second choice in the 
race, while Irish Lad started the hottest 
favorite that ever ran in a Suburban bar- 
Ting only Domino, which was the beaten 
favorite in his year. 

The weather was of a rather doubtful 
character, but remained warm, though 
threatening, up to the time of the big race. 
Clouds overhung the track from early in 
the forenoon until just before the big event 
was started at 4 o’clock, but never a drop 
of rain fell until the horses were at the 
post, when a few drops of moisture gave 
notice of the storm that might be coming. 


ONLY SIX STARTERS. 


The promise of the big event fell far 
short of what had been expected, for only 
seven horses were in to run, and it was a 
feasonable certainty that one, the Gough- 
acre Stable’s Shorthose, would not be a 
starter. Shorthose was scratched, as was 
expected, and the field for the twenty-first 
Suburban was reduced to six runners, thus 
equaling the record small field of the race, 
the 1895 Suburban won by Frank Beard’'s 
Latheron. 

The size of the field made absolutely no 
difference to the general public, for from 
noon until] just before the race every train 
and every car going in the direction of the 
track was crowded. The seating capacity 
of the Sheepshead Bay race course has 
been increased by something like 12,000 
since last Fall, but the increase 
was inadequate to the patronage 
yesterday, when the record for at- 
tendance at the track was broken. Club 
stands, field stand, and grand stand were 
filled to the limit, while thousands of vis- 
itors who were late-comers paraded the 
lawn, hopeiess of finding any other place 
from which to watch the races. The field 
stand in particular was crowded to the 
danger point, while the three-tier grand 
stand was packed so closely that police- 
Men stationed at the stairways stopped 
those of the crowd who sought to find 
places on the roof deck or third tier before 
each race. Every box in the second tier 
was filled, while the clubhouse fairly over- 
flowed. 

Club members and guests came in every 
conceivable style, with puffing automo- 
biles, trumpeting coaches, quiet private 

and on special cars. Back of the sad- 
dling paddock was an array of coaches 
that would have been creditable to the best 
days of the coaching clubs at Morris Park, 
while a space covering several acres of 
ground back of the grand stand was filled 
with automobiles. The general public came 
fm trains and parlor cars, and it was 4 
o'clock, the hour set for the Suburban, be- 
fore the train and trolley car conductors 
would confess to the least relaxation in the 
pressure of business and travel. 

The crowd was anticipated by the book- 
Makers, of whom 500 did business in the 
several inclosures open to the general pub- 
lic. Bighty-five members of the Metro- 
politan Turf Association drew for stands 
the night before, but the pressure of out- 
side layers and non-members of the asso- 
ciation was so great when the eighty-five 
holders of positions were ready to go to 
work that the ring arrangements by com- 
pulsion were changed. The “ Mets,” by 
virtue of their right, still held the better 
places, but Were compelled to take these 
on the extreme outside of the ring, while 
about a hundred non-members of the as- 
sociation occupied places in the rear, and 
about 200 other layers filled in the dead 
line and the field inclosure. 

The bookmakers straight through fared 
moderately well, as the results placed sev- 
eral non-favorites first, but as every win- 
mer of the day was heavily backed, no 
ert Brotite accrued to the men who bet 

he ds. The victory of Hermis was 

bably the best break of the afternoon 
or the bookmakers, but so many persons 
who refused to bet odds on the favorite 
backed Hermis, following the placing of 
the stable commission, that the race was 
@eciared by several bookmakers to have 
been the worst that the ring experienced in 
the course of the day.

had the full confidence of the B. Thomas 
Stable, following his vaewcey” in the Brook- 
dale Handicap, and, though many shrewd 
judges expressed doubt as to Hermis’s 
ability to go a mile and a quarter, the par- 
tisans of the Thomas stable scoffed and de- 
clared that his race in the Brookdale Handi- 
cap was good enough to satisfy them that 
no better horse would run for the Subur- 
ban. The heavy support that Hermis re- 
ceived forced the betting against that horse 
down to 4 to 1 at post time, while The 
Picket went back from 4 up to 5 to 1. 
Proper was the next best backed horse in 
the race, the support he received driving 
the odds back from 6 to 1 to 5 to 1, while 
both Major Daingerfield and Africander 


went back in the betting, closing at 30 to 1) 


and 50 to 1, respectively. 

When the call for the post was sounded 
it caused vastly more commotion in the 
seuffle of the grand stand and field stand 
visitors for places from which to view the 
race thhkn it did in the betting ring, where, 
in spite of the fact that betting had been 
in progress from the moment that the 
crowd gathered, speculation still went on 
until the call “ they’re off.”” Going to the 
post from the paddock, Irish Lad, who, from 
the fact that fe was the real top weight in 
the race, was entitled to first position, was 
so ill-mannered that a stable attendant had 
to take hold of him. Hermis then took the 
lead in the parade past the stand, while 
Irish Lad dropped back into fourth place, 
Major Daingerfield and Proper following. 
As the horses went to the post the watch- 
ing crowd commented on the fact that of 
the six runners only two ran unhooded, 
these being Proper and The Picket. Irish 
Lad wore a hood for the first time since 
racegoers have been familiar with his quali- 
ties, and wonder was expressed. At the 
post the horses lined up with Irish Lad on 
the rail, Major Daingerfield second, Proper 
third, Africander fourth, The Picket fifth, 
and Hermis on the extreme outside. For 
probably five minutes the six horses wheeled 
and turned before they came up head and 
head to the barrier. At the first effort, 
however, when all were straight, Starter 
Fitzgerald shouting ‘“‘ Come on! Come on! 
sprung the starting gate and sent the field 
away to a perfectly level start. 

Irish Lad broke on the rail, broke well 
and with all his old speed, but Hermis 
from the far outside broke even better, and 
cutting across, outraced his field even 
while crossing the track, and before the 
stand was reached for the first time showed 
in front, leading by a good length, with 
Irish Lad second, a neck before The Picket, 
third, with Proper fourth, and Africander 
fifth. The start, made in full sight of the 
watching thousands at the first eighth 
pole, was the signal for such an outbreak 
of enthusiasm as probably no Suburban 
Handicap in the past has ever experienced, 
As Hermis raced to the front with_the 
speed of a quarter horse, cries of ‘ Her- 
mis!” filled the air, and never for an _in- 
stant until Hermis had galloped home first 
did the cries abate. They were counter- 
balanced for a period by the shouts of 
partisans of Irish Lad and The Picket, but 
for the full two minutes and five seconds 
of the Suburban Handicap journey ‘“ Her- 
mis, Hermis!’’ was the deafening cry upon 
all sides. 


HERMIS KEPT TO THE RAIL. 


Passing the stand for the first time Red- 
fern, who rode Hermis, had taken the rail 
and lay so close to it that there was not 
a possible chance for any of the other run- 
ners to take his position except by going 
around him. Irish Lad was second, fight- 
ing for his head, while Shaw, who rode 
him, leaned back with a steadying pull 
which Irish Lad refused to accept, The 
Picket then being third, going free and 
strong, while Helgeson even then was hand- 
riding the Western horse to keep his posi- 
tion. Proper was fourth and Africander 
fifth at this point, but only the first three 
really were in the race, the others drop- 
ping so far back in the first eighth of a 
mile that, as the race was run, none but 
the leaders had even a possible chance. 
Around the paddock turn, Hermis, skin- 
ning the rail, led by two lengths, I 
Lad at that point slipping away from The 
Picket and gaining clear in the second 
place, while The Picket, going in his reso- 
lute style, held on third. 

Around the turn of the back stretch and 
through that quarter of a mile straight to 
the far turn Hermis still held his own in 
the lead, while Irish Lad and The Picket 
trailed him at intervals of two lengths be- 
fore the remainder of the field. As the 
far turn was made with Hermis still in 
front, shouts for both Irish Lad and The 
Picket vied with the acclamations of the 

artisans of Hermis. To the turn in the 
yack stretch Irish Lad was under a re- 
straining pull, looking able to go to Hermis 
at any part of the race to that point. But 
just as the turn was begun Jockey Shaw 
on the favorite leaned over on Irish | 
in the style suggestive in his riding of a 
call on his mount, and those familiar with 
Shaw’s riding at once began to lose hope. 
Irish Lad clung on to second place, how- 
ever, until the turn in the stretch was 
reached, while Hermis romped on gaily in 
front, The Picket then being third, a scant 
length behind Irish Lad. When they heac: 
for the home run, Hermis, still with his 
head in the air and Redfern sitting bac* 
on him, was first by three lengths, Irish 
Lad second, hips before the Picket, who 
was coming the stronger of the two, while 
the other horses were beaten. 

Down the straight there was a horse race, 
but it was only for second place. Hermis 
with his advantage of three lengths at the 
head of the stretch never had to be let 
down for his best effort, and when the last 
furlong pole was passed, the point at which 
he was expected to stop, he was going as 
strong as he was at the head of the stretch. 
For a few strides in the last eighth, Red- 
fern sat down and rode the chestnut horse 
to make assurance doubly sure, but within 
the last sixteenth of a mile Hermis held the 
race so safe with his nearest competitors 
driving hard after him that. the jockey 
eased up and Hermis passed the winning 
post in a big gallop two lengths away from 
The Picket, who, hard ridden under whip 
and heel, overhauled Irish Lad in the last 
ety yards and beat him a neck for second 
place, 

Irish Lad, third, was two lengths away 
from Proper, who was fourth throughout 
and who beat Major Daingerfield by three 
lengths. Africander was the last horse 
from end to end, and finished twelve 
lengths behind Major Daingerfield. 


HERMIS’S FAST TIME. 


The race was the first important event 
that Hermis has won this year, though he 
captured the Brookdale Handicap at 
Gravesend only a few days before. The 
fractional time better than anything else 


marks the excellence of the winner’s per- 
formance in spite of the fact that he broke 
the record of the Suburban in his victory. 
The first furlong was run in 0:121-5, the 
second furlong in 0:12 1-5, the third furlong 
in 0:12 flat, fourth furlong in 0:12 flat, fifth 
furlong in 0:113-5, and then, when stead- 
ied for a moment through the back- 
stretch, the sixth furlong in 0:13 flat. From 
there on he went the seventh in 0:12 3-5, 
the next two furlongs in 0:13 each, and the 
last furlong in 0:13 8-5, edsed up at the end. 
By furlongs the race was run in 0:12 1-5, 
0:24 2-5, 0:36 2-5, 0:48 2-5, 1:00, 1:13, 1:25 2-5, 
1:51 2-5, and 2:05. 

None question the excellence of the per- 
formance by Hermis, but lots of questions 
were asked after the race concerning the 
performance of Irish Lad. It was a revela- 
tion to trainers that the great colt wore 
a hood, though it has been said that he 
worked better hooded than without that 
equipment. It was another revelation to 
the horsemen when in the first furlong of 
the race it became apparent that Shaw 
was waiting with the favorite that through- 
out his career has proved that he was a 
f:ee running and generous going horse, and 
one that has won about all of his best races 
while racing in his own impetuous way. 
In the opinion of many good judges Irish 
Lad, without restraint, would have been 
perfectly able to take the track even from 
the fast Hermis in the first quarter of a 
mile, and again on the back stretch would 
have been able to go to the front had not 
Shaw taken hold of him again. 

Shaw, however, rode to orders, which 
were to wait, and as the race was run his 
orders proved the best possible method of 
making the rapid going of Hermis the win- 
ner, It was an experiment with Irish 
Lad, but it was a disastrous one, and 
probably will not be repeated in Irish Lad’s 
future races. From end to end the race 
was run as best suits The Picket, which 
is a horse abundantly able to follow a fast 
pace with speed in reserve to come on at 
the end, but the advantage that Hermis 
had swinging through the back stretch was 
too great for any horse to overcome, and 
as the winner finished vigorous and full of 
going, even his detractors coulfi not help 
but admit that a mile and a quarter was 
none too far for him when he had things as 
much his own way as the waiting of Irish 
Lad gave him yesterday. Africander’s race 
was a poor effort for that mighty horse, 
winner of the Suburban.a year ago, while 
in strict truth it must be admitted that 
Proper and Major Daingerfield filled the 
rositions that justly belonged to them. 

The value of the race to the winner was 
$17,000, to the second $2,000, and to the 
third $1,000. 


VICTOR’S RACING CAREER. 


Hermis is the property of E. R,. Thomas, 
a comparative new-comer on the turf, 
who bought the horse a year ago from L. 
Vv. Bell for a price said to be $60,000. Mr. 
Bell, in turn, bought Hermis from the Cin- 
cinnati theatrical man H. M. Ziegler a 
year prior to that time. At Saratoga Her- 
mis was an obscure quantity as a two- 
year-old, but later showed himself to be 
one of the best three-year-olds of his time. 
Mr. Bell bought the horse on the advice of 
the veteran trainer J. H. McCormick, who 
still handles the Bell horses, and in the 
Fall as a three-year-old Hermis proved 


practicaliy unbeatable, taking a place that 
placed “hit as rival ‘to the great Major 
ain the b money | 
that r. As a four-year-old in 
Hermis did not come to hand until late in 
when he took the place that be- 
ranking with Waterboy and 
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that gentleman, though a liberal supporter 
of racing and a large spec on racing, 
found more delight in his vic yester- 
day than in all the successes that his horses 
have achieved in the little more than @ 
year that he has been racing. 

There was solid comfort to the Thomas 
Stable, however, in the fact that the owner 
and all of his friends backed Hermis with 
unremitting confidence. and the winnings 
of the stable, aside from the big wager 
that Mr. Thomas is credited with having 
made, took $200,000 out of the betting ring. 
J. A. Drake and John W. Gates shared 
with Mr. Thomas in the profits of the 
race, as they both believed in the speed 
and stamina of Hermis, and a single wager 
recorded by the two in a private bet with 
E. BE. Smathers was $10, at even money 
that Hermis would beat Proper. 


SOCIETY AT THE RACES. 


Coaches and Automobiles Carry the 
Fashionable Throng. 


Society was better represented at the 
running of the Suburban yesterday than 
at any racing day of the season since the 
Metropolitan Handicap. Although the trip 
from New York to the Sheepshead Bay race 
course is a long one, a number of coaches 
with liveried guards and a fanfare of 
coaching horns made the run from New 
York and Brooklyn, and the road rigs 
parked at the saddling paddock side made 
a very creditable display. In addition to 
these there were automobiles innumerable 
under the sheds in the big open space in 
the rear of the betting ring. Coaching and 
automobile attire were much in evidence in 
both the clubhouse and grand stand. Most 
of the automobile owners, however, sought 
the privacy of boxes in the balcony of the 
big grand stand. 

The society element was only evident in 
the restricted area of the club stand and 
private boxes, while out on the lawn even 
the notables were_lost in the conglomerate 
gathering of, well-known people, which in- 
cluded prizefighters, gamblers, theatrical 
managers, actors, politicians, and the lights 
of Broadway. Some few baseball players 
who have been in the limelight recently 
also found leisure to go to the races, and 
hide themselves in the immense gathering 


that witnessed the running of the twenty- 
first Suburban.

HISTORY OF THE SUBURBAN. 


The Great Race Twenty Years Old and 
Its Winners. 


The Suburban Handicap, run for the first 
time just twenty years ago, is the oldest 
and most popular of the great open races of 
the American turf, for horses of the ma- 
ture division, the Metropolitan antedating 
it only in name, as the Metropolitan has 
changed its distance and conditions on nu- 
merous occasions, while the Suburban al- 
ways since its inception has been governed 
by conditions similar to those of the race 
this year. 

The Suburban achieved instant fame and 
popularity with its first running, on the 
present course of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club at Sheepshead Bay, in 1884, and 
though the great stake has produced many 
thrillingly sensational contests in the 
twenty years intervening, the first Sub- 
urban holds a place in turf history that no 
succeeding race has obscured. In some 
important features, the first Suburban, won 
by E. J. McElmeel’s stout old campaigner 
General Monroe, ridden by “ Billy’ Dono- 
hue, now a successful trainer in France, 
established figures that have never been 
excelled in succeeding races for the big 
event, the field on that occasion numbering 
twenty runners, which has been equaled 
only twice, while in the race the Dwyer 
Brothers’ George Kinney carried the high- 
est weight that has ever been carried in any 
of the great Spring handicaps, George Kin- 
ney having up 132 pounds, while his stable 
companion, Barnes, that also ran, carried 
131. General Monroe won by a narrow 
margin, carrying 124 pounds, with War 


Eagle, ridden by ‘‘ Snapper’”’ Garrison, and 
Jack of Hearts fighting out after him in the 
good time for the period, 2:11%. 

The race then was a sweepstakes, with 
$2,500 added money, the value to the win- 
ner being $5,045, a_ great sum for a turf 
prize at the time. In the succeeding years 
the race only once has been won by a three- 
year-old, that being last season when 
Africander won after a hard fight with 
Herbert, and only once has the race been 
won by a mare, that having been when, in 
1899, the gallant “coal black lady" Im 
made her own running and beat a fair fiel 
in a fair raee, with Bannockburn second. 
The highest weight ever carried to victory 
in the Suburban was the 129 pounds which 
August Belmont’s stout-hearted and fleet 
horse Henry of Navarre won with in 1896. 

But six favorites have ever won, they be- 
ing Raceland, Salvator, Montana, Ramapo, 
Ben Brush, and Gold Heels. The longest 
shot to win was Loantaka in 1891, he being 
30 to 1, though Elkwood won it in 1888 at 
25 to 1 and Eurus, the winner in 188% and 
Tillo in 1898 were both 20 to 1 shots. at 
year the race also had only thirty-two sub- 
Tillo in 1898 were both to 1 shots. In 
Pontiac’s year there was no track betting, 
that being the only season this great race 
has ever been run that books were not 
made on it on the race course. Troubadour 
won the Suburban in the slowest time, 
2:12\%, but the track was a sea of mud.

SUMMARY OF THE RACES. 


Song and Wine Captures the Double 
Event in Easy Style. 


An added starter in the frequent stake 
winner, Song and Wine, turned upside down 
all calculations of racegoers in the contest 
for the first part of the double event, which 
ranked second to the Suburban at Sheeps- 
head Bay yesterday. Of the eight starters 
named to run six went to the post, but a 
seventh horse bobbed up in Song and Wine, 
running in the name of Newton Bennington, 
and, coupled with Blandy, started favorite 
at 3 to 1 on.

Baron Speck Aron Sternburg, the German 
Ambassador to the United States, visited 
the annual shooting festival of the Na- 
tional Schuetzen Bund, at the Schuetzen 
Park, Union Hill, 
presented President ‘Henry Kroeger of the 
Schuetzen Bund with a German marks- 
man’s eagle from Emperor William. The 
Ambassador, accompanied by Consul Gen- 
eral Geisler and Vice Consuls Kemps and 
Ziegler, was first entertained at luncheon 
at the Fritz Reuter Altenheim, and then 
passed into the park, where he reviewed 
the Veterans of the Franco-Prussian war 
and the Deutscher Kriegerbund, address- 
ing them, in part, as follows: 


Comrades: I greet you on this German festive 
day, which reunites us here for the commemora- 
tion of the momentous period through which we 
lived together. ‘Thirty-four years have passed 
since you, veterans, with arms in hand, fol- 
lowed our great Emperor when he took the field 
to place‘the new imperial crown upon the head 
of mourning Germany. 

For many years Germany's great Emperor 
has rested under the laurels of the hero, but 
Emperor William the Second faithfully preserves 
the heritage of his fathers during long years of 
peace. As a mark of his grace, his Majesty 
authorizes me to present to the Nationat 
Schuetzen Bund of the United States a German 
marksman’s eagle, which is to adorn the breast 
of its President. 

Now, President Kroeger, in accordance with 
the order of my imperial ‘master, 1 fasten this 
symbol of German strength to your breast. I 
congratulate you as the first to wear it 


The German marksman’s eagle, or 
“ schuetzenadler,” is a gold double-headed 
eagle mounted on a ribbon of black, red 


and white. The Baron later fired three 
shots at one of the targets and won an 
honorary silver cup. In the evening a ban- 
quet was tendered to the Baron. 


WARSHIP’S WILDGOOSE CHASE. 


The Detroit Rushing to Nova Scotia, 
Having Missed an Order. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—At the tercen- 
tennial celebration of the discovery of the 
St. John’s River, to be held at Annapolis, 
Nova Scotia, June 20, the United States will 
be represented by two warships, the Detroit 
and the Topeka.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The announce- 
ment is made that Major Gen.,Henry C. 
Corbin, now in command of the Atlantic 
Division and Department of the East, is 
to succeed Major Gen. James F. Wade 
in command of the Philippines Division. 

Gen. Corbin will proceed to Manila in 
October to relieve Gen. Wade, who will 
be assigned to command an important di- 
vision of the army, either the Atlantic or 
the Pacific Division. If the latter, Gen. 
MacArthur, now ‘in command there, will 
take command of the Atlantic Division, 
which he will retain until he follows Gen. 
Corbin in eommand of the army. 

The assignment of Gen. Corbin to the 
Philippines is a surprise in army circles, 
where it was supposed that Gen. Wood 
had been slated for the place, so as to bring 


him forward for command of the army. 
It is believed that the President has re- 
considered his original intentions/ relative 
to this matter. 

Gen. Corbin’s assignment is at his re- 
quest, and has significance at this time in 
connection with the avowed future policy 
of the Administration. On his return from 
the Philippines he will succeed Gen. Chaf- 
fee in command of the army as Chief of 
Staff and Lieutenant General. Gen. Chaf- 
fee retires, under the age limitation, April 
14, 1906, and Gen. Corbin will therefore be 
in command of the army from that date 
until Sept. 15 following, when Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, the ranking Major General, will 
succeed him.

A more 
beautiful or precious morsel of ethics J 
have never seen.”

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REPUBLICAN HIGH PRICES. 

The Republican Party is committed to 
the doctrine that it is a good thing that 
the cost of living should be high. The 
country has not forgotten President 
HARRISON’s extraordinary discovery that 
a cheap coat was usually worn by a 
cheap man. Now comes Secretary SHAW, 
-with hands and eyes piously uplifted as 
he utters this prayer: “May the good 
Lerd deliver us from another period 
when living expenses are cheap.” The 
McKinley act and the Dingley act, more- 
over, translating these preachments into 
action, established beyond all dispute the 
relation between Republican rule and 
high cost of living. 

It was different when Mr. CLEVELAND 
was President. High living expenses 
were hot then pictured forth as an indi- 
cation of prosperity and a source of hap- 
piness. In his message of Dec. 6, 1887, 
President CLevELAND said that it was 
the simple and plain duty owed by Con- 
@fess to thé people to reduce taxation 
and return to the people the money ac- 
cumulated in the Treasury by a perver- 
sion of the Government’s powers. He 
waid, further: 


These things can and should be done with 
safety to our industries, without danger to 
the opportunity of remunerative labor 
which our workingmen need, and with benefit 
to them and to all our people by cheapening 
the means of subsistence and increasing the 
measure of their comforts, 


It strikes us that the Cleveland doc- 
trine is much more likely to be accepta- 
ble to the average American man and 
woman than the Harrison-Shaw doctrine. 
., THE GOLD STANDARD AT ST. LOUIS. 

If in the platform it adopts the Demo- 
¢ratic Convention at St. Louis altogether 
ignores the money question, its action 
will be construed as a sensible recogni- 
tion of the fact that the currency is not 
fn issue before the people. In the view 
of candid men that would be an ample 
recantation of the errors and heresies to 
Which the party was committed under 
the fatal leadership of Bryan. Partisan 
Opponents are nat candid, however. 

It would certainly be better if the Con- 
vention, without debate or wrangling, 
but as an expression of its substantially 
unanimous opinion, should adopt a plat- 
form declaring that the gold standard 
had been permanently established in this 
country and must be considered as for- 
ever beyond assault or question. That 
is a counsel of perfection, however, since 
Mr. Bryan is a delegate, and with his 
capacity for talk and his known princi- 
ples it could not be expected that he 
would allow such a plank to be adopted 
without a day or so of discussion. It is 
for the controlling leaders to determine 
whether they would prefer to go before 
the country with a platform which treats 
the currency question as settled, thereby 
@emonstrating the acceptance of the 
gold standard by the Democratic Party, 
@r whether they would prefer that their 
Orators and the Democratic press should 
be called upon every day to reply to Re- 
publican attacks based on a dozen or fif- 
teen free silver speeches delivered by Mr. 
Bryan and his friends of the small 
minority in the Convention. 

There is a third way, of course, the 
Way that leads through immoral com- 
promise with folly to a guilty yielding to 
the authors of past disasters. If the 
Convention shall choose that way, it will 
be quite unnecessary to open campaign 
headquarters or to engage in the dis- 
Semination of Democratic documents. 
The candidate would be doomed before 
he is nominated. 

Mr. JoHN SHARP WILLraMs, in the plat- 
form which he is understood to have pre- 
pared for the Mississippi Convention, in- 
cluded a currency plank, which embodies 
@ compromise in phrase but none at all 


in substance. Here is the Mississippi 
! 


money plank: 


The Democratic Party congratulates the 
country upon the vindication of the Demo- 
eratic contention for an increased volume 
of real or metallic money in a manner ac- 
ceptable to all Democrats by the addition 
to the world’s stock of money metals of 
$2,000,000,000 in gold within eight years, 
from which these United States have been 
able to obtain seven hundred millions, 
thereby doubling their stock of standard, 
raising their per capita from twenty-three 
to thirty dollars, and contributing to that 
advent of industrial activity which could 
not otherwise have been attained, and a 
proportionate increase of the world’s stock 
of silver. The fact that this result has 
been reached by no action of Government, 
but by the act of Gop through human in- 
strumentalities of discovery and invention, 
does not lessen our gratitude. 


The little phrase about the world’s 
@tpck of silver was dragged in by the 
ears. it has not the slightest relevancy 
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and it has no meaning.” It would have 
been better, of course, if this platform 
had congratulated the country upon the 
adoption of a metallic standard in a 
manner acceptable to all Democrats. But 
it is an amazing game, a notable scurry- 
ing away from error, when a Democratic 
Convention in the State of Mississippi 
congratulates the world upon an addi- 
tion of two billions to its stock of gold 
within eight years, and specifically con- 
gratulates the people of the United 
Siates upon getting seven hundred mill- 
ions thereof for themselves, “thereby 
doubling their stock of standard.” This 
is an acknowledgment of the gold stand- 
ard. The congratulations are based on it. 
We hope, however, that the St. Louis 
Convention will resolutely refrain from 
any empty and foolish dissertation upon 
the relation of the per capita volume of 
currency to industrial activity. 

Mr. WiLuiAMs evidently went as far as 
he could with the Mississippi material 
he had in hand. He went very far in- 
deed, as will be everywhere acknowl- 
edged with gratification. But if the St. 
Louis Convention cannot speak a sound- 
er word upon the currency it would do 
well to say nothing. Silence, it must be 
remembered, is an implied and binding 
assent to the principle of which a gold- 
standard resolution would constitute an 
explicit acceptance. The country would 
not be afraid of an Administration un- 
der the Presidency of Judge PARKER, 
elected on a platform which recognizes 
the currency question as one no longer 
in existence and therefore not in dispute. 

OBSOLETE RIVER CRAFT. 

According to what the “ experts’ who 
passed the General Slocum are now say- 
ing, she was as fit to be trusted to take 
a townful of passengers about the har- 
bor and adjoining waters as most of the 
craft engaged in that traffic. Of course, 
these men are talking in their own de- 
fense, but still there is no reason to 
doubt what they say. The General 
Slocum probably was up to the stand- 
ard of her class. There are a few ex- 
cursion boats better, but there are more 
as bad or worse, But the General Slocum 
proved herself to be no better than a 
floating firetrap. To say that she was 
as good as most of the rest is therefore 
to say that most of the boats which are 
allowed to solicit passengers during the 
excursion season are allowed to invite 
people to subject themselves to the risk, 
and, in case a fire breaks out on board, 
in the majority of cases to the certainty, 
of a horrible death. 

Evidently it is outrageous and intoler- 
able that this should be so. The wooden 
river steamer is a survival which should 
be hastened to extinction. The type is 
contemporary with the “wooden walls 
of England.” It goes back to the time 
when nothing but timber was considered 
as the material of seagoing vessels. 
With the development of river naviga- 
tion to which FuLton’s invention gave 
rise in the United States all our inland 
waters became populous with flimsy and 
highly inflammable steamboats, which 


threatened the lives of their passengers : 


and in repeated instances sacrificed 
them. Naval construction has been 
steadily advancing, so far as seagoing 
steamers concerned. The substitu- 
tion of metal for wood, the subdivision 
into separable compartments, and other 
improvements have virtually eliminated 
the risk of fire from the perils of: the 
sea. No sane person would now think of 
trusting his life at sea to the kind of 
craft which a generation ago everybody 
had to take who went to sea at all. But 
we have hedged our inland and coast- 
wise traffic against the international 
competition which has done such won- 
ders in the foreign trade, and the old 
and dangerous type is still the type of 
our inland steamers. We go to sea in 
ships that are virtually fire-proof, but 
we still take floating firetraps for an 
excursion along the coast or in inland 
waters. 

The disaster to the General Slocum 
shows that it is high time to put a stop 
to this and to enforce upon river craft 
the same precautions that have been 
found tffective on deep water. Very 
likely this cannot be done without legis- 
lation by Congress, although much can 
be done by Treasury regulation. It is a 
Federal inspection to which every ves- 
sel licensed for the coastwise or river 
traffic is subjected. The standard of 
construction and equipment of such 
craft must be raised to the standard of 
safety from fire enforeed in the foreign 
trade. Neither the structure nor the 
fittings of any passenger steamer ought 
to be allowed any longer to be of com- 
bustible material, and all the devices 
that have been approved for the pre- 
vention or extinguishment of fires on 
board should be made obligatory. This 
revision of an obsolete law which has 
had the effect of prolonging the exist- 
ence of an obsolete type should receive 
the earliest attention of the, Federal 
authorities. ~\

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THE FIGHTING IN MANCHURIA. 

Admiral SkRyYDLOFF is justifying the 
confidence his countrymen reposed in 
him. The energy and enterprise which 
he has infused into the little squadron 
at Vladivostok have been the redeeming 
features of the Russian side of the re- 
cent fighting. It is highly creditable to 
the Russians that they should have con- 
trived twice to elude the vigilance of the 
superior Japanese force watching them, 
and have broken out to inflict serious 
loss upon the enemy, returning at least 
once in safety. Whether they will be 
able to make port again is still question- 
able, but at any rate they have per- 
formed a notable achievement in the 
sinking of transports with 1,500 Japanese 
troops, more than either side is reported 
to have lost thus far in the most recent 
land fighting. SkRYDLOFF has outwitted 
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truth, for the Japanese commander that 
this should have happened twice, and 
especially that for the second time Jap- 
anese transports should have been 
caught without a convoying squadron, 
as if the Russians had been swept from 
the sea, when they had shown that that 
was not true. 
Apparently it is Gen. KUROPATKIN’S eX- 
treme right that has been attacked by 
the Japanese, eighty miles north of Port 
Arthur. It seems that it has been at- 
tacked on both flanks. That would ap- 
pear to mean that its left was beyond 
supporting distance of the right of the 
main body beyond it. In that case, it 
would be accurate to say that it had been 
entrapped, and that its position was ex- 
tremely precarious. This theory derives 
support from the fact that whereas it is 
to Gen. KUROPATKIN’s Own dispatch that 
we owe the fullest details of the earlier 
fighting, his dispatch ends abruptly, as 
if, while sending it, his communications 
had been interrupted by the force the 
movements of which he was reporting. 
Whether this engagement is or is not 
the prelude to the general battle upon 
which the Russian commander, relying 
upon the extent of his reinforcement, 
may have determined to stake the issue 
of the campaign, it seems quite clear 
that Port Arthur will have to abide its 
fate without the assistance of any force 
from the outside. In that case, it cannot 
be doubted what that fate will be. Mean- 
while, the killing of the Governor of 
Finland by a Finnish Brutus who gloried 
in his deed indicates the other troubles 
that Russia has on her hands. While a 
strictly Russian revolt may be out of the 
question, the probability of an uprising 
against Russian sway by the alien peo- 
ples who have been forcibly subjected to 
it increases with every loss of Russian 
prestige in the Far East. That loss ha 
been continuous and serious. : 


PERFUNCTORY OFFICIAL INSPECTION 

The fact that within a few weeks the 
steamer General Slocum was “ inspect- 
ed” by officers of the Steamboat In- 
spection Service and certified in good 
condition for the business in which she 
was to be employed during the excur- 
sion season calls attention to the per- 
functory manner in which such inspec- 
tions are made and the ease with which 
certificates may be obtained as to con- 
ditions which, on critical investigation, 
would be found to be all wrong. If the 
Treasury Department is to exercise a 
useful function in connection with the 
regulation of steamboat traffic on tidal 
waters it must put an end to every- 
thing which savors of perfunctory in- 
spection. It is not enough that an In- 
spector shall run his eye along a line of 
well-painted life preservers, estimate 
their number from the amount of space 
they occupy, and certify they are suffi- 
elent and satisfactory in quality. Such 
as they were, there seem to have been 
enough life preservers on the General 
Slocum, but apparently they were good 
for nothing. Many bodies were recov- 
ered to which life preservers were prop- 
erly strapped and which they had car- 
ried to the bottom of the river with 
them. Some of those not used have 
been tested since the fire, and it has 
been found that they are not buoyant 
enough to float. This fact might very 
well have been discovered when the ves- 
sel was last officially inspected. That 
it was not discovered shows that the in- 
spection was perfunctory, and probably 
consisted of a superficial glance at what 
might be seen in walking about the 
decks in company with the Captain, 
whose assurances were doubtless deemed 
sufficient. 

The Treasury Department owes it to 
the people of the United States to require 
of the Steamboat Inspectors a thorough 
performance of their duties. Concerning 
matters which come within the sphere 
of duties of the Steamboat Inspection 
Service the average man is not charged 
with knowledge. A vessel certified to 
him as safe by the United States Gov- 
ernment should be as safe as it can be 
made in the present state of the art. 
Obviously, the General Slocum was not. 
Obviously, also, those whose business it 
was to learn if it was safe and properly 
appointed performed this duty so care- 
lessly that their certification was of no 
value whatever. 

The licenses of old excursion boats 
which do not comply with the reasonable 
standards of safety should be promptly 
canceled. Finally, the Treasury Depart- 
ment would do well to employ a staff 
of special Inspectors to see that the 
duties devolving upon the regular In- 
spectors of the several districts are prop- 
erly and conscientiously performed. At 
present it is not using its large powers 
effectively in the safeguarding of life and 
limb. 


SPEED IN NAVAL COMBATS. 

In considering the reported sortie of 
Vice Admiral SkKRYDLOFF’s squadron 
from Vladivostok it is difficult to form 
an accurate estimate of the probable 
result, owing to the lack of news con- 
cerning the vessels detailed by Japan to 
look after the Russian fleet. All the 
features of the escaping ships are known, 
but practically nothing can be learned 
about the vessels that have been in pur- 
suit. Remembering, however, how 
watchful the Japanese have been and 
how carefully they have provided for the 
unexpected, it is reasonable to suppose 
that the escape of the Gromoboi, Rossia, 
and Rurik was foreseen, if not actually 
desired, by the blockaders. As long as 
the three armored cruisers remained in 
the northern port, Japan was forced to 
maintain a superior force in that neigh- 
borhood to prevent the Russians from 
raidirig the Japanese coast and interfer- 
ing with Japanese commerce and trans- 
ports. Manifestly it would be better thet 
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that @ superior Japanese force could cut 
off their return. So far as our present 
knowledge goes, it is certain that the 
Russian squadron has slipped off to sea; 
whether the Japanese have been able to 
intercept it with a heavier fighting force 
cannot yet be affirmed. 

It is possible that the factor of speed 


has not been sufficiently considered by

the blockading Admiral, for, while the 


Russian ships are not armored nor armed 
for the front rank of the fighting line, 
the Rossia and the Gromoboi are partic- 
ularly noted for their engine power and 
fleetness, having a theoretical speed of 
twenty knots. The Rurik, it is true, has 
a maximum capacity of only fifteen 
knots, and, therefore, the squadron, as 
a unit, can make no more; but it is 
likely that most of the Japanese ships 
Cannot do as well, since they have been 
cruising almost continuously for more 
than three months under conditions that 
must have racked their machinery a 
great deal. Moreover, their hulls must 
be greatly fouled and their speed thereby 
greatly reduced. Consequently it is just 
possible that the Russians, now that they 
are away from port, may not be so easily 
“rounded up” as the blockaders hoped. 
Although the nominal speed of Japan’s 
battleships is from eighteen to nineteen 
knots, and that of her armored cruisers 
upward of twenty knots, it is very im- 
probable, after the work they have been 
doing, that they could be depended upon 
for more than fifteen knots for mod- 
erate runs. Assuming, therefore, that the 
slowest Russian ship is capable of mak- 
ing that speed, it becomes very uncer- 
tain whether the Japanese can overhaul 
the Russians. 

When a sea fight takes place if the fly- 
ing fleet be finally brought to bay—the 
value of high speed will be better deter- 
mined than has ever been possible before. 
Naval officers differ widely as to the 
tactical advantage that is conferred by a 
capacity to make eighteen or twenty 
knots for a few hours, Should it prove 
true that the rumored battle off the Ko- 
rean coast has taken place, the lessons 
of this action will be of more importance 
to naval officers than any other sea 
fight since the one between the Monitgf 
and the Merrimac.

TREE BUTCHERS. 

It is satisfactory to note that public 
opinion is being aroused on the subject 
of the wanton destruction of shade 
trees by the servants of telephone, tele- 
graph, and electric light companies, who 
are sent out to string wires and who 
carry the implements with which to 
make short work of a tree which they 
deem in the way of their operations. 
Recent work of this kind at Bay Side, 
within the corporate limits of New York 
City, in cutting off just above the fork 
of their lowest branches rows of beau- 
tiful shade trees representing probably 
twenty-five years of growth is particu- 
larly flagrant, and had the owners of 
these trees had recourse to shotguns for 
their defense they could scarcely have 
been blamed. Such outrages are usuaily 
committed when those able and willing 
t» protect trees are away from home. 
Protests from women count for very 
little, and tears for even less. Against 
subsequent suits for damages the com- 
panies are well fortified. If a valuable 
tree is once spoiled what its owner can 
recover by a suit at law would not trou- 
ble any one. Not many such suits are 
likely to be pressed to conclusion against 
companies which “ hire their law by the 
year.” 4 

It is necessdry that the abuse of its 
franchise privilege by a corporation 
which destroys trees without the con- 
sent of those who have an easement 
right in such trees, as owners of the 
property in front of which they are 
planted, shall be punishable under laws 
declaring such acts misdemeanors, and 
empowering constables of every grade, 
and citizens when no constables are 
available, to arrest such persons and 
take them before a Magistrate for proper 
treatment. Small fines will not be found 
deterrent. The evil is one which cails 
for drastic measures for its suppression. 
That the tree butchers should have the 
nerve to ply their nefarious trade with- 
in the limits of New York City is a fact 
which one needs the testimony of photo- 
graphs to make credible.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——After all possible excuses and explana- 
tions have been made by the Captain of the 
General Slocum, and have been supple- 
mented by all those that can be made for 
him, there will remain the unmitigable 
fact that he is alive and hundreds of 
women and children who were his passen- 
gérs are dead. It is too early yet for a 
firal decision whether or not he erred in 
judgment as to when and where to beach 
his vessel, and probably that point will 
forever remain unsettled. Those who are 
proclaiming most confidently what he could 
and should have done are not well supplied 
with knowledge either of the scene of the 
disaster or of what can be done with a 
big steamer, heavily loaded, in a narrow 
channel through which flows a strong Ccur- 
rent, and though the event proved that the 
Captain could not have taken a worse 
course, the contentions that he could have 
taken any one of half a dozen better 
courses are in their very nature undemon- 
strable. It is certain that this unfortunate 
man used all the skill and information at 
his command, and his experience was such 
as to justify him in acting on his judgment, 
such as it was. But ship Captains have in 
tho past set for themselves a standard of 
conduct heroically and often cruelly high, 
and to that standard they are held by pub- 
lic opinion. In them the instinct of self- 
preservation is supposed to be subordinated 
to the safety of everybody else on board, 
and whether there is anything more they 
ean do or not they are expected to be the 
last *0: leave an imperiled vessel. The 
Captain of the General Slocum was not 
the last. He was not. the first, by any 
means, but when he went overboard and 
waded ashore with only trivial injuries he 
left behind him hundreds of helpless 
victims for flames and water. By the can- 
ons of his class and profession he went 
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this terrible obligation and died in ful- 
filling it—often a useless martyrdom, doubt- 
less, for those who do not see the larger 
principle involved, but not useless in main- 
taining a heroic tradition that is one of 
the glories of humanity. A Captain who 
thus sacrifices himself to an ultimate ideal 
of duty at least has no excuses and ex- 
planations to offer, only to find them 
criticised. He has given the conclusive 
guarantee that courage, at least, was not 
lacking in the determination of his course. 
This may seem like a complaint that the 
death list of the disaster is not larger by 
one, but it is something very different—it 
is a regret that for once an English-speak- 
ing Captain has failed to do more than 
could fairly have been demanded of any 
other man—has failed to be a hero, with- 
out fear and far beyond the possibility of 
reproach, 
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—In the stoning of automobiles The 
Rider and Driver sees little or nothing 
more than an added proof that it is fun for 
boys to throw stones! It recalls the vari- 
cus targets, ranging from ¢ats to window 
panes, at which boys have thrown stones 
ever since the records of men have been 
kept, and, while it admits that in very few 
of these cases is the fun appreciable by the 
targets or the owners thereof, it exhorts 
the automobilists to remember that their 
own idea. of fun is not exactly that of the 
majority of their kind. ‘‘ Turn the shield,” 
it says to them. ‘“ Men like fun, too; that’s 
why they drive their automobiles so fast. 
There’s exhilaration in the rapid motion— 
it is fun. It may increase the fun to see 
men, women, and children scurrying to get 
out of the way, but what is fun for men 
in the automobile is anything but fun for 
the fellows afoot. Mr. Chauffeur began it. 
He had run over a number of people be- 
fore a stone was thrown. Now he wants 
the whole police force to guard him as he 
races through the streets.” That is well 
enough in its way—the way of “‘ you're an- 
other,” which is fot a very logical way— 
but what follows is most dubiously good: 
“It is the masses against the classes, and 
the classes began it. Remove the cause 
and the evil will disappear. Mr. Automo- 
biler, go slower. You do not Own the 
earth, nor are you the only one on it. It is 
great fun to speed an automobile. Even 
lawmakers and officials who execute the 
laws find it iresistible, but they must con- 
trol their love of fun for the general wel- 
fare and set a good example for the boys 
who must ‘go it while they’re young.’” 
The advice is excellent, the argument fal- 
lacious. The fun of stoning a cat or a 
window we must reltictantly admit, but the 
stoning of automobiles is wholly different, 
and the boys who take that way of “ going 
it” are extremely likely to bring up in 
jail for much graver crimes. As for “ the 
masses against the classes '’—that’s all rot. 


——There have been frequent complaints 
of late—possibly no more frequent than 
they have always been—that men of more 
than middle age find it difficult to keep 
the “ jébs”’ in which they have grown old, 
and almost impossible when they lose them 
to find new ones with anything like the 
same remuneration. Never before, how- 
ever, as we rémember, has a class of em- 
ployers to whom the fruits and capacities 
of experience are particularly needful open- 
ly and formally announced that they will 
not give work to men over forty years of 
age, even if the men have been long in 
their service. This is what some of the 
ownets of lake vessels have done, accord- 
ing to a report appareritly authentic, and 
the fact that the determination was reached 
after a long and troublesome strike in 
which the men now barred from employ- 
ment played a leading part does not ren- 
der it less remarkable or disquieting. The 
owners seem to have taken advantage of 
their victory over the striking masters and 
pilots to establish a rile that they would 
have hesitated to promulgate in other cir- 
cumstances, but the wish to do this must 
have existed before the strike took place, 
for it is hardly to be supposed that the 
older men have resorted; in their vain at- 
tempts to obtain their demands, to meas- 
ures more drastic and offensive than those 
used by their younger associates, We do 
not understand that the new rule involves 
the retirement from service of masters or 
pilots at any given age; it is merely a re- 
fusal to hire for these positions men more 
than forty years old. That will put the 
man approaching or past that age in a 
truly terrible position, and in one almost as 
bad when he has employment as when he is 
compelled to seek it. The necessary ad- 
vantages of youth over age are great, 
enough always and everywhere, even when 
they. are left vague and undefined, but if 
great corporations are coldly to tell the 
man of forty that if he loses his place he 
shall not have another, simply because he 
is a man of forty and without regard to 
his physical condition, the case is pretty 
desperate. 


—tTruly pathetic is the plea of the West- 
ern cattle raisers that they are held re- 
sponsible for the high prices of meat when 
in reality the Government is to blame—the 
wicked Government which insists that they 
shall not fence in land not their own, and 
is slowly, very slowly, forcing them to 
adopt methods that make them really 
work for their money like other folks. 
Poor, persecuted ‘kings,’ it’s no won- 
der they complain of persecution, and 
tearfully regret the good old days whep 
they ruled the plains and playfully shot 
the farmer or shepherd who desecrated 
their extensive landscapes. The next thing 
they will be forced to feed and protect 
their steers in Winter, and then, of course, 
méat will be too expensive for anybody 
except millionaires to eat, and all the rest 
of us will have to become vegetarians. 
Then, perhaps, the Government will be 
sorry for what it has done. But, seriously, 
is it not amazing that these men should 
have the audacity to place upon the Goy- 
é@érnment the consequences of their own 
lack of foresight and of their own lawless- 
ness? They ruined numberless square miles 
of range land by reckless overstocking— 
this in their eagerness to make immediate 
profits as large as they possibly could, 


without a thotight of the future—and now 
they complain of the application to them 
of laws to which everybody else submits 
with a willingness in proportion to indi- 
vidual good sense!

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More Looked For in the Excavation of 
Ancient City in Egypt. 


Five newly discovered sayings of Jesus 
Christ, with a fragment of a lost Gospel, 
have just been published by The Oxford 
University Press of London and New York 
for the Egvpt Exploration Fund. These 
discoveries form the second Ghapter in the 
remarkable results of the excavations in the 
ancient Egyptian City of Oxyrhyncus by 
Dr. Bernard P. Grenfell and Dr. Arthur 8. 
Hunt of Oxford. 

The first discovery was made in 1897, and 
consisted of eight sayings or Logia of 
Jesus. Undoubtedly the end of these valua- 
Lie discoveries has not been reached. The 
discoverers say that it “has been on the 
whole the richest site in Egypt for papyri.” 

“This process of clearing the numerous 
mounds on a large scale,” they say, “‘ has 
already resulted in further important dis- 
coveries, but will necessarily be both long 
and costly in the case of a town which is 
‘aore than a mile in length, and, after the 
terminatfon of a third season’s work there, 
the end is still far from being in sight.”’ 

The five sayings now published are ap- 
parently the beginning of a collection of 
the utterances of Jesus, and, a¢cording to 
the introduction that accompanies them, 
they were made to St. Thomas, and per- 
haps to another disciple. A word, or words, 
missing from the mutilated papyrus leave 
doubt whether St. Thomas is the chie* 
sourcy of the work or not. 

The papyrus discovered in 1897 was the 
eleventh page of a handsomely written 
book. The new papyrus was written on the 
back of another document, a custom com- 
mon in those days. It is in roll form, and 
the edges are worn or torn off, which re- 
sults in the loss of several words from the 
sayings. The discoverers call this papyrus 
‘“*No. 1” and the one discovered in 1897 
“No, 2."" The fragment of a lost Gospel 
they call ‘*‘ No, 3.’’ 

The newly discovered collection begins 
with an introduction announcing that the 
words which fellow are those which Jesus 
“spake to * * * and Thomas,” and it is 
stated that the Lord said, ‘‘ Every one that 
hearkens to thess words shall never taste 


of death.” 

The first saying is similar to Matthew's 
‘Seek and ye shall find,’’ with a promise 
that he who finds “shall be astonished; 


astonished he shall reach the kingdom, and 
having reached the kingdom he shall rest.’ 
The verse is quoted by Clement of Alexan- 
dria from the missing Gospel according to 
the Hebrews, and Clement’s quotation is 
almost identical with this newly discovered 
verse. 


THE LONGEST SAYING. 


The second and longest saying, which is 
reproduced on this page, is as follows: 

“Jesus saith, (Ye ask who are those) that 
draw us (to the kingdom, if) the kingdom is 
in Heaven? * * *. the fowls of the air, 
and all beasts that are under the earth cr 
upon the earth, and the fishes of the sea, 
(these are they which draw) you, and the 
kingdom of Heaven is within you; and who- 
ever shall know himself shall find it. 
(Strive therefore) to know yourselves, and 
ye shall be aware that ye are the sons cf 
the (almighty) Father; (and) ye shall know 
that ye are in (the city of God), and\ye are 
(the city).’’ 

Jesus’s saying, ‘‘ Many that are first shall 
be last, and the last first,’’ variously re- 
ported in the first three Gospels, constitutes 
the third saying. But it is prefaced by a 
statement indicating that Jesus encouraged 
his disciples to ask the question which he 
answers: 

‘‘ Jesus saith, a man shall not hesitate 
@ *¢ * to ask * * * concerning his place 
(in the kingdom).”’ 

The fourth is a new version of the promise 
that nothing is hidden which shall not be 
made known, with the addition, ‘nor 
buried which shall not be raised.’’ It be- 

ins, ‘‘ Jesus saith, everything that is not 

fore thy face and that which is hidden 
from thee shall be revealed to thee.”’ 


ST. THOMAS THE AUTHORITY. 


The fifth saying is broken beyond hope 
of recovery. It is Jesus’s answer to the 
tollowing question by his disciples: ‘‘ How 
shall we fast and how shall we (pray)? 
* * * and what (commandment) shall we 


keep?"’ it was a question how far the 
disciples should comply with the Jewish 
ordinances, and the broken answer was ap- 
parentl a series of short commandments 

‘insisting on the inner side of religion.’’ 

The discoverers assign the work to the 
middle of the third century, and they be- 
lieve the compiler meant to give, as the 
ultimate authority for them, Thomas or 
Thomas and another, and not any of the 
four canonical Gospels. 

After the five ‘“‘sayings’’ comes the lost 
Gospel of which a fragment has been found, 
and which is believed to have been com- 
posed in Egypt before the year 150. It cron- 
tains new versions of the uttérances of 
Jesus about the lilies of the field, about 
adding to one’s stature by taking thought, 
and about taking no thought for the 
morrow. 

The author of the Second Epistle of 
Clement, who employed other Gospel ma- 
terial besides the eanonical Gospels, says: 
“For the Lord Himself, being asked by 
some one when His kingdom should come, 
said, When the two shall be one, and the 
outside as the inside, and the male with 
the female neither male nor female.’”’ 

The newly discovered fragment says: 
“His disciples say unto Him, When wilt 
Thou be manifest to us, and when shall we 
see “Thee? He saith, When ye shall be 
stripped and not be ashamed.” 


COMING OF THE KINGDOM. 


The expression ‘is a mystical reference to 
the verse in Genesis, ‘‘ And they were both 
naked, the man and his wife, and they 
were not ashamed.” The discoverers of the 
lost Gospel regard the meaning as identical 
with that in the Gospel to the Egyptians 
and the Clementine Epistle—that Christ's 
kingdom on earth would not be manifested 
until man had returned to the state of 
innocence which existed before the fall, 
in which, of course, the idea of sex had 
no place. 

“The occurrence,” they say, “of an- 
other version of the story is an impor- 
tant additional piece of evidence in de- 
fense of the view that it contains at least 
some elements of genuineness. All this 
lends fresh value to what is, on account of 
the far-reaching problems connected with 
it, one of the most important and remark- 
able, and, since the discovery of No. 3, one 
of the better attested, of the sayings 
ascribed to our Lord outside the New 
Testament.”’ 

The last verse in the fragment is: ‘‘ He 
said, The key of knowledge ye hid; ye en- 
tered not in yourselves, and to them that 
were entering in ye opened not.’’ 


This is Christ’s denunciation of the law- } 


yers; but Luke’s version is, ‘“‘ Ye entered 
not in yourselves and them that were en- 
tering in ye hindered.’’ The difference 
between ‘‘ye opened not” and ‘ye hin- 
dered’ may be held to have a spiritual 
significance. 

The work is edited by Dr. Grenfell, Dr. 
Hunt, and Lucy Wharton Drexel, Gold 
Medalist of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Though briefer than the discovery of 1897, 
those of 1908 seem vastly more important, 
and the confidence of the discoverers that 
this is only the beginning gives promise of 
still more valuable additions to the litera- 
ture of the Christian religion.

MOOR ARMY CAUSES ALARM 


Government Sends 500 Men to Tangier 
with Apparent Treachery to 
Raisuli.

TANGIBER, June 16.—Raisuli’s new de- 
mand is the Governorship of the four 
large tribes which extend from the gates 
of Tangier nearly to Larache and Alca- 
Zar, covering some 500 square miles. 
The Moorish Government concedes the 
demand. 

This means that the European Minis- 
ters will be brought into direct diplomat- 
ic communication with Raisuli in all 
cases which concern the districts in ques- 
tion, and Raisuli’s post as Governor will 
mean, if the usual diplomatic etiquette 
ie followed, an amicable exchange of 
visits with the Ministers as soon as he 
takes up the appointment. 

This demand is not publicly known, 
but it will cause consternation in Tan- 
gier and the districts in question, which 
have always been against Raisull, and 
where, by this arrangement, he will be 
free to carry out his vindictive inten- 
tions against his supposed enemies to 
Ris heart’s content without the possibility 
of any restraint. 

It is not certain that Raisuli will not 
make further demands. 

The Moorish Government,

capacity. 

Having disbanded one army at Rai- 
suli’s command, it has now sent here an- 
other force of 500 men and some cavalry. 
This act entirely cancels the disband@ing 


of the troops, and to Raisuli it will ap- 


pear treachery. It can scarcely fail to 


delay the release of the prisoners. 

The Moorish Government's intention to 
send these troops was unknown to the 
native officials and the British and 
American Ministers, and it causes appre- 
hension and dismay. The force is said to 
be intended to guard European interests 
here, but the men are evil-Jooking, filthy 
Specimens of the worst type of Moorish 
soldiers, whose reputation during the 
time they have been camping uselessly 
at Casa Blanca has been of the worst. 

These troops, who have never been in 
contact with Europeans or under any 
discipline, form as great a danger as the 


depredations of the tribesmen, if not 


greater. 
The Moorish Government’s action was 


doubtless taken with the idea of render- 
ing unnecessary the landing of European 
and -Americtan troops, but is likely to 
have exactly the opposite effect. The 
least panic in the town would set the 


soldiers looting. 

The most important point, however, for 
the moment is the effect this introduc- 
tion of troops will have on Raisuli, and 
I regret to say that I now consider the 
position of the captives very precarious.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The State De- 
partment has received the following under 
date of yesterday by cable from Mr. Gum- 
mere, American Consul General at Tangier: 

“‘As reported yesterday, Raisuli has in- 
creased his demands.

Japan Endeavors to ‘Polt 
\ Prisoners to Revolt.

PARIS, June 16.—I was informed to- 


day by a personage in very close touch 
with the best sources of Russian news 
that the next move which Japan was 
expected to make would be relative to 
Siberia. 

Here in Paris Russian refugees are 
numerous. Most of them have friends 
among the political prisoners in Siberia 
and are in constant secret correspond- 
ence with them. Hardly less numerous 
are the Russian political police spies, 
whose duty it is to watch these exiles. 
At their head is a functionary of great 
experience, with agents in every capital 


| and class of society on the Continent. 


To this functionary the news has been 
conveyed from a reliable source that the 
Japanese are trying their utmost to pro- 
voke a rising among the thousands of 
political prisoners who form the majority 
in the Siberian penal colonies.

immobilize an important contingent of 
the Russian army, and Japan, it is said, 
would later be willing to incorporate into 
her administrative service the best 
brains among the Russian exiles who had 
aided in the accomplishment of this 
scheme. 


WANT “DIXIE” UP-TO-DATE. 


Confederate “Daughters” Make Request 
and Veterans Grant It After a Fight. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 16.—The Ala- 
bama Daughters of the Confederacy asked 
the United Confederate Veterans in session 
here to let them revise the words of 
“Dixie,” the greatest war tune of the 
South. The request was the occasion for a 
tremendous outburst of opposition on the 
part of the entire assemblage. 

Gen. George P. Harrison of Alabama in- 
troduced the resolution which asked the 
veterans to apoint a committee to confer 
with the Daughters for the purpose of 
modernizing the wording of the South’s 
most famous song. 

The request was granted to-day, but only 
after it had aroused the old soldiers to 
utterances more emphatic than elegant. 

“That song furnished us inspiration 
through four long years of fighting,” said 
Gen. Cabell of Texas. “It has furnished 
inspiration ever since, and I do not think 
that we, standing with one foot 1 nthe 
grave, should permit any change in those 
words. The next thing we know some 
Yankee will come down here and want to 


change Cabell’s name.”’ 

Ten thousand of the veterans, led by a 
band of the United States Army, parading 
through the streets, was a feature of the 
closing day of the fourteenth annual re- 
union. The R. E. Lee Camp of Forth 
Worth, Texas, had a color bearer who stood 
seven feet five inches in height carrying 
its banner.

ROME, June 16.—According to reliable in- 
formation the Congregation of the Propa- 
ganda has not rendered and will not render 
any decision regarding the long-standing 
controversy ,between Bishop P. A. Ludden 
of the, Diocese of Syracuse, N. Y., and the 
Rey. John BE. O’Suilivan of Camillus, On- 
ondag aCounty, in that State. On the oc- 
casion of the last visit to Rome of Bishop 
Ludden, the Vatican authorities. approved 
his attitude toward Father O'Sullivan.

FINNS TO BE MADE TO SUFFER 


Convocation of the Diet Likely to be 
Forbidden — Gen. Bobrikoff’s 
Rigorous Rule. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 16.—Gen. Bob- 
rikoff, Governor General of Finland, was 
shot and mortally wounded at 11 o’clock 
this morning at the entrance to the Fin- 
nish Senate at Helsingfors. 

The assassin, a man named Schaumann, 
a son of Senator Schaumann, immediately 
committed suicide. 

Three shots were fired, two of which 
caused slight wounds in Gen. Bobrikoff's 
neck and chest. The third bullet penetrat- 
ed the abdomen and necessitated a serious 
operation, which was performed after the 
sacrament had been administered to Gen. 
Bobrikoff. The bullet was extracted and a 
portion of the intestines removed. 

Schaumann was an official of the De- 
partment of Education and a member of 
the Nationalist Party. His father two 
years ago protested in the Senate against 
the policy of the Russian Government in 
Finland. 

While little is known here concerning 
the motives behind Schaumann’s act, the 
authorities entertain no doubt that it 
grew out of opposition to the policy of the 
Russification of Finland. The question of 
the convocation of the Diet, which is re- 
garded as one of the most vital institutions 
of Finnish national life, and which has not 
been convoked for over a year, has aroused 
much feeling. / 

Gen. Bobrikoff was at first opposed to the 
convocation of the Diet, but on account of 
the recent improvement in the situation in 
Finland, especially since the outbreak of 
the war, and because of the resolutions of 
loyalty to the Emperor and approving the 
conduct of the war, which were passed by 
the Senate, the Governor General had de- 
cided to recommend that the Diet should be 
allowed to meet. The question was to be 
definitely settled by the Czar on June 23. 

The following statement has been author- 
itatively made: 

“‘In view of the attempt on the life of 
Governor General Bobrikoff, the decision 
of the Emperor will probably be against 
the convocation of the Diet, so that the 
people of Finland, as well as the Governor 
General, shall be compelled to suffer in- 
stead of benefit by Schaumann’s crime. 

“‘Gen. Bobrikoff, as administrator, was 
naturally unpopular with that portion of 
the population which opposed the policy of 
Russification. He was personally haughty 
and austere, and ruled firmly but justly. 
The malcontents in Finland comprise hard- 
ly one-seventh of the population and are 
made up mostly of Swedes. 

“The mass of the Finns themselves are 
content, as they understand the purpose of 
the measures taken for the unification of 


the empire, but some of the Finnish papers 
have been extremely hostile in their atti- 
tude, and the indignities sometimes offered 
to the Russian officers necessitated what- 
ever repressive measures Gov. Bobrikoff 
may have been compelled to employ. 

“Of late a better disposition had been 
manifested toward Gen. Bobrikoff and the 
Russian administration, owing to a better 
understanding and to the knowledge that 
the Governor General favored a meeting of 
the Diet. 

‘Last December an attempt was made 
upon the life of the Chief of Police at Hel- 
singfors, and therefore this is the second 
act of violence within six months.” 


A TYPICAL RUSSIAN TYRANT. 


Gen. Bobrikoff Had Autocratic Pow- 
ers and Used Them Relentlessly. 


That Gen. Bobrikoff, who in recent years 
possessed practically autocratic powers in 
Finland, and who used those powers to 
rersecute the Finns to an extent rarely 
known before even in Russia, would sooner 
or later fall a victim to the vengeance of 
the people was expected by observers. 

A few years ago Finland was the best 
governed and most enlightened of the 
Czar’s possessions. The pledges made by 
the Russian ruler in 1809 when he acquired 
dominion Over the Grand Duchy had been 
renewed by each successive Czar, and Fin- 
land enjoyed a large measure of self-gov- 
ernment. Nicholas II. repeated the pledges 
of his predecessors, but broke them. To- 
day Finland is as rigorously governed as 
Russian Poland. 

Count Bobrikoff was a typical tyrant of 
the kind often found among Russian ad- 
ministrators. He was appointed Governor 
General five years ago. He began by sup- 
pressing newspapers, and went on to check 
emigration by forbidding the issuance of 
passports to Finns who had not completed 
their military service. When his measures 
resulted in serious disturbances, fm Hel- 
singfors a detachment of Cossacks was or- 


cered out. They charged the crowds and 

knouted the pecute unmercifully. The riot- 

ers retorted by throwing vitriol and ever 

y ecies of missile at the heads of the soi- 
ers, 

For a time there were hopes that Bobri- 
koff would be relieved of his post by the 
Czar_as a result of the remonstrances of 
the Finnish people, but instead of remov- 
ing him the Emperor, in 1903, signed two 
decrees investing him with dictatorial pow- 
ers. Bobrikoff obtained the right to dis- 
charge any public official, to close hotels, 
shops, and factories; to banish any Fin- 
lander without trial or explanation, to pro- 
hibit private meetings, and to dissolve pri- 
vate associations. 

Since then many of the wealthiest and 
best-known men in the Grand Duchy have 
been banished. A typical proclamation was 
issued soon after the war between Russia 
and Japan began. It forbade the people to 
carken their houses at ‘unusual hours.” 
and as a result citizens who chose to go to 
bed before 10 o'clock were subjected to 
meavy fines. tor thi

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To Ask Roosevelt for Election of 
Popular Congress. 


VISITING COMMISSION’S VIEWS 


Filipinos Photographed Amid Cheers of 
a Crowd That Takes Them for Japa- 
nese—Visit Chamber of Com- 
merce and Coney. 


After studying the United States by 
sightseeing, the native members of the 
Honcrary Philippine Commission of Visita- 
tion to the United States have come to 
the conclusion that they like our form of 
government and believe it applicable to 
their own. They believe that it is time 
for an election at home, and that the soon- 
er representatives of a native congress are 
elected the better for both countries. 

Dr. T. H. Patdo Tavera, as spokesman 
of the visiting Filipinos, said yesterday 
that they would ask President Roosevelt at 
once for a general election of a popular 
congress. The time was ripe, he said for 
hative government under the act of Con- 
gress of Jutie 80, 1902, providing that when, 
after a period of two years of peaceful 
conditions and good government, the na- 
tives, excepting the Moros and pagans, 
should vote for native delegates to a lower 
house, the upper one to be the United 
States Commission, they should have their 
will. In addition, it had ben provided that 
two representatives should be elected to go 
to Washington. 

Dr. Tavera added that the President 
would be asked to set the date of the elec- 
tion now, as the Filipinos had lived up to 
the qualifications as to good order and 
peace and the two years of trial were over, 
He thought the time had come when the 
Filipinos friendly to the United States, 
many of whom had fought with Aguinaldo, 
but who were reconstructed, should vote 
for members to the native legislature and 
the two representatives to Washington. 

The Filipino physician and his asso- 
clates had no notion of being unfriendly or 
forcing an issue on the United States, but, 
as one of them put it, the date had cer- 
tainly come when for the benefit of their 
people, which meant the benefit of the 
United States, local self-government must 
be at hand. 

The members of the commission, who ar- 
rived in New York Wedtiesday from West 
Point, were photographed yesterday morn- 
ing On the steps of the Murray Hill Hotel. 
The newsboys and other youths who are 
numerous in the vicinity of the Grand Cen- 
tral Station took the group for Japanese 
and leudly cheered them. 

The party then went to the Chamber of 
Commerce, where they were shown over the 
building and then taken to the assembly 
room, where Vice President J. Edward 
Simmons welcomed them. Dr. Tavera 
thanked Mr. Simmons and the members of 
the Chamber of Commerce f@r their hos- 
pitallty. He said that there was for years 
little or no commerce in the Philippines be- 
cause of the Government of Spain and its 
methods. The islands were still undevel- 
oped and awaiting the coming of American 
capital and enterprise. The visitors were 
then entertained at luncheon. In the even-

Petition in Bankruptcy Against Nugent 
& Jackson, the Proprietors. 


A petition in bankruptcy was filed yes- 
terday against Col. John R. Nugent and 
Henry J. Jackson, Jr., composing the firm 
of Nugent & Jackson, proprietors of the 
Morton House, the old established hotel 
at Fourteenth Street and Broadway, by 
Lesser Brothers, attorneys for Thomas F, 
Hickey, a creditor for $732, on an assigned 
claim for fish and oysters sold to the firm 
two years ago. 

Judge Holt of the United States District 
Court appointed Ferdinand A. Hoyt receiv- 
er of the assets, fixing his bond at $7,500, as 
it was stated that the assets are at least 
$15,000. It is asserted that the firm is in- 
solvent, has given a chattel mortgage on 
the fixtures to some person unknown, and 
has made payments to certain creditors to 
prefér. Lesser Brothers said that they un- 
derstood the firm gave a chattel mortgage 
to the landlord of the hotel for $10,000 for 


rent, but it had not been recorded. They 
estimate the liabilities at $30,000 to $40,000, 
of which $16,000 is for supplies, some of the 
bills being severai years old. 

One cause of the trouble is said to be the 
excavations for the subway. which cut off 
much trade. It is said the firm has sued 
the subway contractors for a large sum for 
damages to the business. 

The Morton House nas been a Broadway 
landmark for more than twenty-five years. 
The annual rent is said to be $40,000. 


RUBBER MAN IS MISSING. 


Market Is Said to Have Gone Against 
William Wright & Co.’s Manager. 


Albert Heathcock, manager of the busi- 
ness in;this city at 200 Broadway of Will- 
iam Wright & Co. of Liverpool importers 
of crude rubber, has not been at the office 
since last Thursday, it is said, and his 
whereabouts are unknown.

Springfield, Ohio, which is reported to have 
failed to the extent of $46,000, and the firm 
*had paid their notes as long as they could. 
They sold rubber to the Victor Rubber 
Company and had its notes discounted here. 

Experts are at work on the books at 200 
Broadway to see how the firm stands. 
Associates of Mr. Heathcock in the office 
said yesterday that Heathcock probabl 
used the money which Muller, Schall 
Co. seek for the benefit of William Wright 
& Co. in paying their notes as they became 
due and paying the bills of the firm. 
The firm did a business of $2,000,000 to 
$2,500,000 a year.

About 7,000 Men Affected, 900 in 
New York. 


INCREASE IN WAGES ASKED 


Company Says It Will Recognize Union, 
but Won’t Let It Control the 
Business. 


The Executive Board of the Elevator 
Constructors’ International Union met at 
the Ashland House last evening and ordered 
an international strike against the Otis Ele- 
Notifications were sent to 
mili the local unions in New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Pittsburg, Cleveland, 
New Orleans, Baltimore, Washington, San 
Francisco, St. Louis, Milwaukee, Kansas 
City,; St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, Buf- 
falo, Rochester, Montreal, and Toronto. 

Thé strike is expected to go into effect 
to-day and to-morrow, and will affect about 
7,000 men, including 900 in New York. It 
is in support of the local unions in Boston 
and Philadelphia, which have been on strike 
for seven weeks. ‘The Philadelphia union 
demanded an increase in wages from $3.60 
to $4.25 a day, which was refused. 

Committees of the International Union 
and the Otis and its subsidiary companies 
Were in session for two days at the main 
Office of the company, 17 Battery Place. 
The Otis Company was represented by A. 
D. Baldwin, President, and L. Belknap, 
Treasurer. The Executive Committee of 
the union issued a statement, saying: 

“We made a number of concessions in 
Order to avert a strike, but the representa- 
tives of the Otis Company would not meet 
us even half way. By to-morrow we ex- 
pect the most of the work to be tied up, 
and next day the tie-up will be complete.” 
The strike will delay work on buildings, 
because as soon as elevators are installed 
they are used to carry up building material. 

L. Belknap, Treasurer of the Otis Ele- 
Vator Company, said last evening: 

“I have heard that the union has ordered 
an international strike. As many of our 
men in different cities are under an agree- 
ment with us, we prefer to believe that 
they will stand by the agreement. As to 
the Boston union, we did not refuse to rec- 
Ognize the union, but we refused to sub- 
scribe to conditions which would give the 
union practically the control of our busi- 
ness."

The Market Still Dominated by South- 
ern Pacific’s Financing—Business 
and Opinions Confused— 
Changes Moderate. 


Wall Street yesterday still seemed 
dazed by the announcement of the plan 
to finance Southern Pacific’s debt to 
Union Pacific. But although there was 
Only one topic, there was every variety 
ef opinion upon it. The result was ap- 
Parent in something like a dead-lock of 
business in other quarters and such a 
balancing of bargains in the two Pa- 
Cifics that their net change was curious- 
ly and disproportionately small in com- 
Parison with the magnitude of the 
issues raised. Even in these days of 
large things one-hundred-million-dollar 
fgsues by corporations capitalized at 
many hundreds of millions are not every- 
day events, and one would naturally look 
for larger changes than eighths. So far 
as the price changes may be interpret- 
@d, they disclose a slow process of re- 
consideration of an initial adverse opin- 
ion. Such change as there was yester- 
day was still downward, but the fail 
W&s so moderate compared with Wednes- 
day’s that it is open to optimists to 
imagine that to-morrow, or at least very 
s00n, there may come an actual advance. 
Doubtless Wednesday’s sharp deprecia- 
tioh in Southern Pacific and apprecia- 
tion in Union Pacific marked the Street’s 
honest opinion. Quite probably yester- 
day’s business reflected some steadying 
of the market while second thoughts 
Were being reached or suggested. Ulti- 
mately the matter will be thrashed out 
and its merits and its demerits be better 
appreciated. 

At the moment the details and reasons 
are little emphasized in comparison with 
the bald announcement of the author- 
ization of $100,000,000 more paper. It 
is uphill work just mow to argue the 
rank and file into accepting any financ- 
ing which requires anything like that. 
The répugnance is as extreme as natural, 
but it is also even more sentimental than 
rational. For that reason it is difficult 
to remove by reason, but it will yield to 
the argument of the quotation list. It 
is not to be supposed that the hand of 
the underwriters of the Pennsylvania 
stock has lost its cunning, and it may 
be assumed that the new issue will be 
kept attractive by the price of the rights 
and by a suitable market being made 
for the main properties in appropriate 
relative prices. There may be remote 
difficulties and academic criticisms by 
more or less aggrieved and impractical 
commentators. But it is not anticipated 
that the scheme will fail, nor does it 
appear that its success can be consid- 
ered in any sense a bear argument on 
the list, even though the precise and re- 
mote operation of the proposal upon the 
two Pacifics may not be apparent at 
first sight. 

As already intimated, this news is puz- 
zling rather than depressing, but the 
rest of the day’s new was not good. 
Such earnings as the Vanderbilts report- 
ed-would have played havoc with any 
less substantial properties. But neither 
this intelligence nor the absence of many 
at the races caused any particular weak- 
ness. On the other hand, there were 
many advances, Consolidated Gas being 
conspicuously strong. Upon the whole, 
the market has given a very good ac- 
count of itself this week, and must be 
called stronger than prices indicate,

ASBURY PARK’S WHISKY BILL. 


Prohibition City Won’t Pay It, but Set- 
tles for Brandy.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., June 16.—Prohi- 
bition Asbury Park has been sued for a 
whisky bill by John F. Davison, physician, 
druggist, and member of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The complainant says that $5 is due him 
from the city for one bottle of brandy and 
two bottles of whisky furnished Beach 
Superintendent Kirkbride for the Public 
Grounds Commission. When the bill was 
submitted to the latter body the charge 
for a bottle of brandy was approved, but 
that for the two bottles of whisky was re- 
jected. The Beach Commissioners say the 
brandy was for the emergency hospital 
maintained by the city on the beach, but 
the whisky was procured without their or- 
der or knowledge. 

Beach Superintendent Kirkbride insists 
that the whisky was purchased with “the 
consent of the Beach Commissioners and 
was used when the new boardwalk was 
dedicated last July.

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DECLARE HIMSELF T0-DAY 


Otherwise He Will Be Counted Out 
of Race for Second Place. 


FEELING AGAINST CORTELYOU 


Republican Committeemen Resent Se 
lection of Him as Chairman—Ad- 
dicks Delegates Seated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 16.—Senator Fairbanks, 
on his arrival here to-morrow, will have to 
declare whether or not he is a candidate 
for Vice President or practically put him- 
self out of consideration for the nomina- 
tion. This was the decision reached by 
members of the National Committee in- 
formally to-day. C 

The decision was brought about by the 
activity of Senators Cullom and Hopkins for 
Hitt. They solicited the support of every 
member of the Republican National Com- 
mittee they met for the Illinois Congressman. 
Many of the committeemen were forced to 
be non-committal because they were not in- 
formed of Senator Fairbanks’s attitude. 
They felt they would have to support Fair- 
banks if he was a candidate, but if not, 
they would like to support Hitt. 

Those of the committeemen who were of 
this frame of mind got together during the 
day at the Auditorium and determined 
that they would demand from Senator 
Fairbanks to-morrow a definite statement 
on the subject of his candidacy. 

Resentment against the selection of 
George B. Cortelyou as Chairman of the 
National Committee is growing, though it 
would seem that there was little likeli- 
hood of it gaining such headway as to lead 
the committee to repudiate President 
Roosevelt’s choice of Mr. Cortelyou. Mem- 
bers of the committee make no concealment 
of their displeasure over the decision of the 
President. They feel that in going out- 
side of the membership of the committee 
for a Chairman, and especially in his selec- 
tion of Mr. Cortelyou, a man with no ex- 
perience in practical politics,- the Presi- 
dent has put a slight upon them which is 
bound to injure their political standing in 
their respective commonwealtks. 

References to the Secretary Commerce 
jn connection with the Chairmanship of the 
National Committee are positively con- 
temptuous in tone. But at the same time 
it is generally realized that for the com- 
mittee to refuse to allow the President to 
name the man of his choice as Chairman 
would be foolish. 

*‘If we were to do that,”’ said a disgusted 
member of the committee to-day, ‘the 
President would make Cortelyou Chairman 
of his Campaign Committee, and the Chair- 
man of the National Committee would be- 
come a mere figurehead, so far as the 
management of the campaign was con- 
cerned.”’ 

By a unanimous vote late this afternoon 
the National Committee decided to seat 
that Delaware delegation which is headed 
by J. Edward Addicks. The colleagues of 
Mr. Addicks who were given seats as dele- 


ge at large are United States Senator 
. Frank Alee, John Hunn, and Caleb R. 
Layton. The rival delegation was headed 
by United States Senator Ball. There was 
a jubilation among the Addicks contingent 
when the decision was announced. 

The “ Black-and-Tan”’ delegation won 
out as against the * Lily-White ” delegation 
from the Fourth Alabama. 

Ex-Gov. Marmouth’s “ Lily White” dele- 
gation from Louisiana was thrown out and 
the’ Cohen colored delegates seated. 

When the contest from the Thirty-third 
Congressional District of New York was 
called, J. Sloat Fassett was the only person 
to appear. Congressman Gillett evidently 
had given up the fight, and so the com- 
mittee decided to seat Mr. Fassett and his 
associate, A. E. Valois. 

The Wisconsin fight will come up to- 
morrow morning, and will be bitterly con- 
tested. The prospects to-night seem to be 
decidedly in favor of the seating of the 
Stalwart delegation, headed by Senators 
Spooner and Quarles and Congressman 
Babcock. A half dozen or more committee- 
men from Western States met to-day and 
decided to vote for the Stalwart delegation. 
Their feeling about the contest was thus 
expressed by National Committeeman Rich- 
ard C. Kerens of Missouri: 

“IT haven’t very much use for a Repub- 
lican State organization which excludes 
from its membership two United States 
Senators, Congressman Babcock, Chairman 
of the Republican Congressional Commit- 
tee, and Postmaster General Payne, Wis- 
consin’s member of the Cabinet.’’ 

A most amusing incident occurred to-day 
in connection with the Wisconsin contest. 
Theodore Goidin, the Chairman of the Stal- 
wart delegation, and W. D. Connor, the 
Chairman of the La Follette delegation, 
got together, with Congressman Babcock, 
in the corridor of the Auditorium. The 
whole™tenor of their talk was ‘‘no com- 
promise.”’ While pve f were talking Senator 
Quarles came up and joined the group. He 
did not know Connor, and, seeing him 
with Goldin, mistook him for an ally. 

** Goldin,” he said, ‘*‘ we'll simply have to 
get that man from California on the Cre- 
dentials Committee.”’ 

Connor walked away, and when he had 
turned his back Congressman Babcock said 
to Quarles in a disgusted way: ‘Do you 
know who that is? That's the Chairman of 
the La Follette delegation.” 

Senator Quarles had to have a tonic to 
brace him up. 

Chairmen Payne had so far recovered to- 
day from his illness of yesterday that he 
was able to preside at the meeting of the 
National Committee. 

The committee has decided to give the 
Philippine Islands recognition in the con- 
vention. The islands will be given two dele- 
gates, the same number allowed to Porto 
Rico. John T. McDonough, ex-Secretary of 
State of New York, will be one of the Phil- 
ippine delegates, he being Chairman of the 

elegation of six chosen at Manila. 

Charles C. W. Johnson of Minneapolis is 
making a campaign to succeed Elmer Dover 
of Ohio as Secretary of the National Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Cullom declared at the Auditor- 
ium to-day that he accepted the defi of 
Gov. Yates and would contest with him for 
the honor of heading the Illinois delegation.. 
Referring to the fight which it is generally 
understood Gov. Yates will make to succeed 
him in the Senate Senator Cullom said: 
“Dick may be after my job, but he will 
find a few obstacles in his path.’”’ 

United States Senators Reed Smoot of 
Utah and Jonathan P. Dolliver of lowa were 
among the arrivals to-day. 

Senator J. B. Foraker arrived this after- 
noon. ‘When asked what chance he thought 
there was of anything being said in the 
platform about tariff revision,. he replied 
significantly: ‘‘ Why, my dear fellow, this is 
Chicago, not St. Louis. You got off at the 
wrong place.” 


SUICIDE TO ESCAPE MAFIA. 


Police Think Dying Italian Had Bar- 
gained to Commit Murder. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLE, June 16.—There is a 
great deal of mystery connected with the 
attempted suicide of Paulino Politino, a 
well-educated -yyvoung Italian, who is dying 
in the New Rochelle Hospital from a bullet 
wound. Although Politino left letters to 
relatives in Italy in which he stated that 
he intended killing himself on account of his 
debts, the police say that his real motive 
was to escape from the Mafia, with which 
they believe he had made a bargain to 
commit murder. is 

To Detective Fannelli Politino said this 
morning that the real reason that he at- 
tempted to take his life was that some of 
his fellow-countrymen wanted him to do a 
certain thing which he could not do. He 
told Fannelli that he was afraid that they 
would kill him, and decided that it was 
better to die by his own hand. No amount 
of persuasion could induce the Italian to 
divulge the names of the people whom he 
feared. Politino was employed on the Erie 
Railroad at Susquehanna, Penn., but fled 
from there a few weeks ago. 

Chief Timmons believes that before Poli- 
tino dies he will connect the Mafia with 
several murders in Westchester County 
within a few vears.

SAY FAIRPINKS HUST) AMERICAN NAVAL” POWER. 


Rear Admiral Melville Says Bullion and 
Brains Are Real Factors. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—In discuss- 
ing the naval strength of the United States 
last night at a meeting of the Franklin 
Institute, Rear Admiral Melville shattered 
the popular impression that displacement 
and armament are the all-important mat- 
ters to be considered. The speaker de- 
clared that “‘ bullion and brains ’’ were-the 


real factors of strength in determining the 
relative fighting powers of great nations. 

“Our actual naval strength is greater 
than at first appears,’ said the Admiral. 
‘“Our country’s reserve of wealthy manu- 
facturing ability and men is what is most 
feared by other nations, not our show of 
tonnage and guns, The navy of the United 
States is not as strong as it should be. 
Great Britain, France, and Russia are 
ahead of us, and Germany is dging her 
best to follow suit,”

ESCAPED LUNATIC FIGHTS. 


Six Policemen Struggle to Recapture 
W. J. Anderson. 


After having been at large for nearly a 
week Walter J. Anderson, a demented 
lawyer who escaped a week ago from the 
State Asylum in King’s Park, L. J., was 
recaptured yesterday at Bedford Avenue 
and Morton Street, Williamsburg. Before 
it was accomplished, however, he had given 
six policemen a terrific fight. 

Anderson is thirty-seven years old, and 
became insane four years ago. He had 
hallucinations of great wealth, and feared 
there was a conspiracy on foot to rob him. 
After being placed in the King’s Park 
Asylum he tried several times to escape, but 
each attempt was frustrated. 

Last Friday he got out by a window, but 
nothin was seen or heard of him again until 
yesterday morning, when Policeman Fer- 
Praag of the Clymer Street Station found 

im sitting on the stoop of a house at Bed- 
ford Avenue and Morton Street. Ander- 
son was acting strangely. He was im- 
mediately recognized by the policeman, who 
asked him to go along to the station house. 
Instead, the lunatic attacked Ferguson, and 
a fierce fight followed. The policeman 
was no match for the lunatic, and rapped 
for help. Two more policemen found they 
were unable to overpower the man, and 
it was not until three additional policemen 
had been sent out from the Clymer Street 
Station that Anderson was overawed. He 
was taken to the station house, and, later, 
in the Lee Avenue Court he was turned 
over to keepers from the asylum, who took 
him back to that institution. 


TWO VICTIMS NEAR BRIDGE. 


Ambulance Finds One Dead and One 
Likely to Die. — 


Two accideuts, one fatal, and another 
which will probably prove so, occurred near 
the Manhattan terminal of the Brooklyn 
Bridge within a few minutes of each other 
yesterday afternoon. 

Shortly after 3,p’clock Miene Reine, an 
Italian laborer, as electrocuted in the 
subway just opposite the old Hall of 
Records, His address is unknown. 

At about the same time Albert Leehrs, 
nineteen years old, of 144 Driggs Street, 
Brooklyn, was riding a bicycle on the 
north roadway between the New York 


tower and the anchorage. His wheel 
struck against the hub of a wagon wheel, 
and he was thrown in front of De Kalb 
Avenue car 668. He was picked up in an 
unconscious condition and was taken to 
the Hudson Street Hospital in an ambu- 
lance, which had responded to the call for 
the man in the subway. There it was said 
that his injuries would probably prove 
fatal. Ernest Perlt, of Madison Avenue, 
Glendale, L.’ L, the motorman, was ar- 
rested. 

The Italian was working on the roof of 
the subway in Centre Street, near Cham- 
bers Street, when in some unexplained way 
he came in contact with a feed wire of the 
New York City Railway Company, and was 
in all likelihood killed tnstantly. His body 
was removed to the City Hall Police Sta-

Affidavits Filed in Opposition to Motion 
of Contestants. 


Affidavits were filed in the Surrogates’ 
office late yesterday afternoon in opposition 
to the motion made in behalf of the con- 
testants of the will cf Ambrose Burbank.

Mary A. Burbank, a sister of Caleb and 
Samuel, made an affidavit in which she 
said their uncle had informed her that 
Mrs. Newcomb had been to his home and 
wanted him to make a will in her favor.

OPPOSE PERPETUAL FRANCHISE 


Absence of Mayor Prevents Vote on the 
Question—Park Row Obstructions 
Declared Outrageous. 


A vote on the propositiog to allow the 
New York and New Jersey Railroad Com- 
pany to construct a trolley spur under 
Ninth Street from Christopher Street to 
Fourth Avenue could not be had yesterday 
by the Rapid Transit Commission, owing to 
the absence of Mayor McClellan and Com- 
missioner Jesup, Commissioner Claflin, 
was against the project, but he announced 
that he would not vote. 

Most of the department stores in the city 
were represented at the hearing. Argu- 
ments were made for the extension of the 
New York and New Jersey Railroad Com- 
pany’s tunnel under Sixth Avenue to Thir- 
ty-fourth Street, and representatives of 
several Sixth Avenue dry goods firms 
argued against the Ninth Street plan. 

Ninth Street property owners objected to 
the route eastward, praying that Eighth 
Street be made use of instead. Controller 
Grout contended that the corners at Sixth 
Avenue and Eighth Street were of such 
formation that an abrupt turn would have 
to be made and private property cut 
through if the subway was run up Sixth 
Avenue. : 

Commissioner Claflin declared that the 
construction of the Ninth Street subway 
would reduce taxable values on Sixth Ave- 
nue in the dry goods district. President 
Orr and Commissioner Claflin both objeoted 
to giving the New York and New Jersey 
road a franchise in perpetuity, as this 
would interfere with the city’s some time 
constructing a subway the length of Sixth 
Avenue. 

President Orr closed his argument by 
stating he could not beilieve it was to the 
city’s interest to take any north and south 
avenue for a subway that did not extend 
its whole length. 

The Committee on Contracts reported in 
favor of a franchise to the New York Con- 
necting Company to run a freight line from 
Bay Ridge around Brooklyn by the Long 
Island tracks to Long Island City and by 
viaduct over Ward’s Island to the Mott 
Haven yards. It was decided to give a pub- 
lic hearing on the franchise next week. 

Mr. Orr called the attention of Deputy 
Chief Engineer Rice to the obstructed con- 
dition of Park Row, and said it was out- 
rageous. Mr. Rice replied that the con- 
tractor had assured him he would have the 
matter attended to at once. 


TUNNEL PLAN APPROVED. 


Commissioners Want Park Avenue Prop- 
erty Owners Remunerated. 


The Commissioners appointed by the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court to 
consider the opposition of the Park Avenue 
property owners to the rapid transit sub- 
way work filed their report yesterday. 
They find that public convenience demands 
that no obstacle be placed in the way of 
the immediate completion of the tunnel, but 
suggest to the court that in view of the 
undoubted loss and hardships sustained by 
the complaining property owners, authority 
to the Rapid Transit Commission legalizing 
the tunnel should be under cendition pe- 
cuniarily satisfactory to those injured. 

After th@®first plans of the tunnel under 
Park Avenue were adopted and approved 
the engineers found it necessary to change 
them to the extent of boring the easterly 
side of the two tunnels that run from 
about Thirty-third to Thirty-ninth Street 
under Park Avenue, about seventy feet 
eastward of the route marked on the ac- 
cepted map. The consequent undermining 
of foundations wrecked several houses on 
Park Avenue. The Board of Aldermen sub- 
sequently legalized the changed route, but 
the necessary consent of the property 
owners could not be obtained. 

Appeal was made to the Supreme Court 
to obviate the need of the consents by de- 
claring the route a matter of public neces- 
sity and convenience. The Appellate Divi- 
sion appointed Charles Bulkley Hubbell, T. 
Henry Haggerty, and Emanuel Blumen- 
stiel a commission to take testimony and 
report. 

n their report the Commissioners say: 

‘Tt is impossible for us to avoid the con- 
viction that the property owners should in 
some way from some source have re- 
ceived full compensation for the damage 
that has been caused to their property. 
There is an imperative demand for an im- 
mediate increase of the facilities, and even 
though this immediate increase may be 
at the expense of convenience, even the 
comfort, of a few of our citizens, such a 
reason should not stand in the way of at 
once opening up the full capacity of this 
great subway enterprise.” 


NAN PATTERSON ASKS MINUTES. 


Counsel Wants Grand Jury’s Notes in 
Young Murder Case. 


Counsel for Nan Patterson, who was in- 
dicted for the murder of “‘ Caesar’’ Young, 
the bookmaker, on June 4, in a cab at 
Franklin Street and West Broadway, made 
a motion yesterday before Judge New- 
Lurger in General Sessions to inspect the 


minutes of the Grand ay in the case, 
Judge Newburger reserved decision. 

The court will probably decide on the mo- 
tion to-day, when the defendant is ar- 
raigned for pleading. Counsel for Miss Pat- 
terson stated that the defendant had had 
no chance to learn the nature of the evi- 
dence against her from the bare 
statement of the charge in the indictment 
and from the newspapers.
